(i) That a real property tax prelevy mill rate of 93 mills be established 
for 1982 to be billed in two instalments of 46.5 mills each, payable 
February 26th and March 31, 1982. This prelevy rate represents 
49.643% of the 1981 residential mill rate.

(b) That a non-metered water and sewer surcharge prelevy be established 
on behalf of the Regional Municipality of Hamilton-Wentworth, based 
on approximately 50% of the 1981 charge, to be billed in two equal 
instalments, payable February 26th and March 31st, 1982. 


City Council, at its meeting held February 24, 1981, adopted the Purchasing Policy 
of the City of Hamilton. Sub-section (b) of that policy deals with the obtaining of 
sealed quotations. 


It is recommended that sub-section (b) of the Purchasing Policy be amended by 
adding a new section to be know as number (v). 


(b) (v) "If other than the lowest quotation is reeommended the submission 
will be subject to the approval of the appropriate Standing Committee 
and City Council." 


For the information of the members of City Council, the Regional Commissioner of 
Finance will be recommending to the Finance Committee of the Region the same 
policy as approved by City Council together with this amendment. 


Section 9 of the First Report of the Transport and Environment Committee makes 
reference to additional financing required for the reconstruction of the James Street 
Bridge over the C.N.R. The Finance Committee recommends that the increased 
cost of $18,000.00 for this project, over and above the $160,890.00 gross cost as 
previously approved by City Council September 8, 1981, be financed from the 
Reserve for Capital Projects, Account No. 0280-27. 


That the Per Diem rate for an elected or appointed official attending conferences 
and conventions be increased from $35.00 to $50.00. 


NOTE: This amendment to the policy of the City of Hamilton will establish 
uniformity with the policy of the Regional Municipality of 
Hamilton-Wentworth. 


Members of City Council are advised that Section 6 of the Eleventh Report of the 
Finance Committee adopted by City Council April 28, 1981, states "Approval of a 
Policy whereby Council Members meals will not be paid for by the City of Hamilton 
at Committee meetings.’ 


It is recommended that this policy be amended by adding the following:- — 


"Except that the provision of a lunch will be permitted when Members of City 
Council are attending a working session of a Committee and provided that the Mayor 
has authorized an expenditure for this purpose. 


That the City Treasurer be authorized to receive donations from the Kirkendall 
Recreation Association and to have such donations set aside in a special account for 
the construction of a field house in Highland Gardens Park and that the Treasurer 
also be authorized to issue receipts to donors for income tax purposes.

Members of City Council are advised that an amount of $80,000.00 has been 
provided in the 1982 - 1986 Capital Budget for the construction of a field house in 
Highland Gardens Park with $30,000.00 of this amount to be raised by the Kirkendall 
Recreation Association. 


Approval of a uniform policy for the treatment of surplus/deficit positions between 
the City and Local Boards in accordance with the following:- 


(a) That the debt charges and surplus or deficit for the year continue to be 
reflected in the operating budget of the Parking Authority of City of 
Hamilton. 


NOTE: This surplus from the Parking Authority is automatically transferred to the 
Reserve for Off-Street Parking. 


(b) That the surplus or deficit for the year 1981 of the Local Boards (Hamilton 
Place, Hamilton Convention Centre, Hamilton Public Library) be included in 
the overall surplus/deficit position of the City of Hamilton. 


(ec) That the 1982 Estimates of the Local Boards (Hamilton-Place, Hamilton 
Convention Centre, Hamilton Public Library) be prepared exclusive of any 
debt charges. 


NOTE: In order to achieve uniformity, the debt charges will be reflected in the 
Estimates of the City of Hamilton.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING AND DEVELOPMENT COMMITTEE 


To the Council of the Corporation of the City of Hamilton 


Members of Council: 


The Planning and Development Committee presents its TWENTYNINIH Report 


and recpectfully reconmends: 


i 


That Zoning Application 81-59, Peter Price and Nancy Price, owners, 
requesting a change in zoning fran "C" (Urban Protected Residential, 
ete.) District to "G3" (Public Parking Lots) District, for property 
located at Municipal No. 880 Lawrence Road, be refused for the following 
reasons: 


(a) The introduction of a commercial parking lot use on the property 
represents an undesirable intrusion of a conmercial use into an 
established residential area, and could set the stage for further 
commercial expansion or intensification, contrary to established 
planning policy. 


(b) The introduction of commercial parking on the same lot with a single 
family dwelling represents an incampatible land use situation for 
both the occupant of the existing dwelling located on the lot, and 
for the abutting residential properties to the south and east. 


(ec) The proposed parking lot is intended to permit an intensified use of 
the adjacent conmercial property. 


(a) That item 5(B) of the 22nd Report of the Planning and Development 
Committee for 1981 respecting Zoning Application 81-44 for property 
located at #102 Vine Street, Ross & Joe's Auto Service Inc., lessee 
be amended as follows: 


That the first reference to item 5(B) be amended to read as 
item 5 (A) 


(b) That Item 5(A) i) a) be amended by adding that words "use within the 
existing building", following the words "public garage", so that the 
amended clause a) reads as follows: 


a) That notwithstanding the provisions of section 14(1) of 
By-law 6593 only a public garage use within the existing 
building, together with ancillary signage and the retail 
sales of a maximum of 5 used cars shall be permitted. 


(ec) That By-law No.81-298 passed by City Council on October 27, 1981 be 
amended accordingly. 


(d) That the following item 5(B) of the 22nd Report of the Planning and 
Development Conmittee for 1981 (as shown below) with respect to the 
subject property located at No.102 Vine Street be rescinded: 
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"B) That the application to the Ontario Municipal Board for 
approval of the subject Zoning By-law be withheld until such 
time as the following condition has been satisfied: 


i) that the applicant enter into an agreement whereby he 
agrees to convey to the Region, should the subject lands 
be redeveloped, a 3.78 m (12.48') wide strip of land along 
the east side of Bay Street North for road widening 
purposes." 


Explanatory Note - The intent of By-law 81-298 passed by City Council on 
October 27, 1981 was to permit the existing public garage use on the 
property located at No.102 VineStreet, together with accessory signs and 
the retail sale of not more than 5 used automobiles on the premises. 
However, the wording of the by-law under Section 2 (a) (i) 1. did not 
make reference to a public garage use, "within the existing building”. 


The by-law has been amended accordingly to add the words "within the 
existing building" after the words "A public garage". 


That a note be added to the Beasley Neighbourhood Plan for those sites 
asterisked on the plan attached as APPENDIX 'A' as follows: 


"Future uses on the site may be industrial, commercial or 
residential in accordance with the Central Area Plan performance 
standards." 


Explanatory Note - Certain industrial designations in the Beasley 
Neighbourhood Plan are misleading. The designations correspond to the 
existing use but other uses may also be suitable. 


That the Albion Falls Neighbourhood Plan, shown on the plan annexed as 
APPENDIX 'B' be adopted by City Council. 


Explanatory Note - The realignment of the proposed Freeway through the 
Albion Falls Neighbourhood necessitated a review of land uses in the 
area. 


. With reference to the Downtown Business Improvement Area Budget, 


(a) That the Business Improvement Area Budget proposed by the Downtown 
Association and attached as APPENDIX 'C' be approved. 


(b) That a by-law be prepared and circulated, specifying the exceptions 
to be made to the use of the full business tax assessment as the 
basis for the Business Improvement Area Budget, as follows: Royal 
Connaught Hotel and Holiday Inn Hotels to be assessed at one-third 
of their business tax assessment. 


Explanatory Note - Under the regulations of the Ontario Municipal Act, 
R.S.O. 1980, Chapter 302, Section 217, a by-law must be enacted to 
specify exceptions to the use of full business tax assessment for the 
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B.I.A. Budget. The by-law must be circulated or notice given in the 
manner specified by the Municipal Act. 


That the Building Commissioner be authorized to issue Demolition Permits 
for the demolition of residential buildings as outlined below for which 
application has been processed through the Building Department and the

That the sale of surplus York Street lands, namely E-zoned lands, on the south side | 
of York Street between Locke & Pearl Streets, comprising 24,694 square feet, more 
or less, to Urbex Management Limited, for the sum of $246, 940, be approved. 


Note: A certified cheque in the amount of $10,000.00 is on deposit with the City 
Treasurer. 


That the City approve the payment of $1,478.00 to Gerhard and Valerie Press as full 
payment and settlement of compensation for their interests in the real property 
known as Part 1, Expropriation Plan No. SS-1577 Surveys, registered on April 24, 
1980 as Instrument No. 155199 C.D., comprising an area of approximately 88.5 
square metres. This acquisition is to be charged to Account No. 0280-02. 


That the City of Hamilton purchase a rectangular parcel of land situated on the 
south of King Street East near Highway #20, with a total area of 627.97 square 
metres (6,757 square feet) from the Board of Education for the sum of $5,946.00 in 
connection with the future extension of Greenhill Avenue. The purchase of this land 
is to be charged to Account No. 0280-02. 


That the City of Hamilton purchase two (2) rectangular parcels of land at the front 
and rear of the property known as 2804 King Street East, with a total area of 125.12 
square metres (1,346 square feet) from Alva Doreen Boucher, for the sum of 
$2,661.00 in connection with the future extension of Greenhill Avenue. The 
purchase of this land is to be charged to Account No. 0280-02. 


REGIONAL ENGINEERING 
Whereas City Council at its meeting held on 81 06 23 adopted a recommendation of 
the Planning and Development Committee that a subdivision agreement to be 
entered into between the City and Abbotsford Homes Limited as owner of the 
subject lands know as Cardinal Heights Addition #5 (Phase I). It is recommended 
that: 


(i) The submitted schedules for the Estimated Cost of Services be approved; and 


(ii) The City's share of the cost of development of this subdivison be charged to 
Aeceount No. 0280-12; and 


(iii) The approval of the above clauses be subject to the condition that no work be 
commenced until the plan and the agreement have both been registered; and, 
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(iv) In the event that the Subdivider wishes to proceed prior to the registration of 
the Plan of Subdivision, he should be permitted to do so at his own risk, 
provided that he enters into a Standard Agreement for preservicing.

Whereas a review has now indicated a need for an increase in these improvement 
rates charged against the abutting lands for work done under The Improvement Act, 
it is reeommended:

Whereas during the reconstruction of the James Street Bridge over the C.N.R., 
mileage 43.66 Grimsby Subdivision, it was determined that it would be necessary to 
perform extra work which had not been budgeted for, it is recommended: 


(i) That approval be given to the additional work which was necessary during the 
James Street Bridge reconstruction; and 


(ii) That the Finance Committee recommend the method of financing. 


Note: The Estimated cost of the additional work necessary during the James 
Street Bridge reconstruction is $18,000.00. 


Whereas By-Law 3553, which prohibited the sounding of steam whistles within the 
City Limits, was passed by Council on 27 11 29, and By-Law 9570, passed by Council 
on 62 01 16, amended By-Law 3553 to read "any whistles", and By-Law 71-80, passed 
by Council 71 03 30 extended the limits covered under By-Law 3553 to inelude 12 
additional crossings. These crossings were outside the City limits which existed in 
1929; and 
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Whereas the existing Anti-Whistling By-Law does not cover the Limeridge Road East 
crossing; and 


Whereas crossing protection, in the form of flashing light signals.and bells, has been 
installed at this crossing; and 


Whereas the crossing is close to a residential area and the whistling requirement 
represents a disturbance to the residents nearby; It is therefore recommended that: 


(i) That the City Solicitor be authorized and directed to prepare a By-Law to 
delete the whistling requirement at the Limeridge Road crossing; and 


(ii) That the City Solicitor make an application to the Canadian Transport 
Commission for an Order to approve this By-Law. 


Whereas the Poulette Street Bridge was constructed by the railway authority in 1895 
at its own expense to accommodate the public by providing a crossing for both 
vehicular and pedestrian movements; and 


Whereas later in 1905, the bridge was reconstructed again at their own expense; and 


Whereas complete maintenance of the bridge has always been the responsibility of 
the railway authority, it is therefore reeommended: 


(i) That the Commissioner of Engineering forward a resolution to the Canadian 
Transport Commission indicating that the City of Hamilton is of the opinion 
that the railway authority should be responsible for 100% of the initial capital 
construction costs for the proposed Poulette Street Pedestrian Bridge; and 


(ii) That the Commissioner of Engineering also request the Canadian Transport 
Commission to forward the rationale for the final cost sharing arrangement 
that is ultimately decided upon.

Whereas these rates were established in 1966 at the time of the enactment of By- 
Law 66-262 and the rates have not been revised since that time, it is therefore 
recommended: 


(i) That the City Solicitor be authorized and directed to prepare a By-Law to 
make the necessary changes to the Traffic By-Law 66-100; and 


(ii) That the annual overload permit fees be reviewed each year. 


Whereas two (2) agreements respecting paving were entered into by the City of 
Hamilton and 


(a) Imperial Oil Ltd. - 125 York Street - registered on 23 07 21 as Instrument No. 
253017; and 
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(b) 7-Up Ontario Ltd. - 127 York Street - registered on 46 09 30 as Instrument 
No. 113900 N.S.; and 


Whereas these agreements are no longer applicable, it is therefore recommended: 


(i) That the present owners discharge the said agreements at their own expense 
and to the satisfaction of the City Solicitor; and 


(ii) That the proper officials be authorized to execute the documents in relation 
to these discharges. 


That the application of Mr. W. Evans at 143 Hunter Street East to enter into an 
encroachment agreement with the City for an existing porch which encroaches onto- 
the road allowance of Hunter Street East by a maximum of 0.6 m (2') for an 
approximate distance of 2.1 m (7') and a proposed fire escape to encroach onto the 
road allowance of Hunter Street East by a maximum of 0.9 m (3') for a distance of 3 
m (10') and a minimum heighth of 4.2 m (13' 8"), be approved provided: 


(i) That the owner enter into an agreement satisfactory to the City Solicitor, to 
indemnify and save the City harmless from all actions, causes of action, 
interest, claims, demands, costs, damages, expenses and loss; and ° 


(ii) That an annual fee of $10.00 plus applicable realty taxes be set for this 
privilege, which fee shall be due and payable to the Corporation 30 days from 
the date of this resolution, in addition to the $25.00 annual fee to be charged 
to the owner for encroachment insurance and applicable realty taxes. 


That the application of Mr. & Mrs. G. A. Hawkins at 431 Dundurn Street South to 
enter into an encroachment agreement with the City for an existing porch which 
encroaches onto the road allowance of Dundurn Street South by a maximum of 0.09 
m (0.32') for an approximate distance of 2.0 m (9.5'), be approved provided: 


(i) That the owner enter into an agreement satisfactory to the City Solicitor, to 
indemnify and save the City harmless from all actions, causes of action,

Whereas approximately 160 m (530') of Queen Victoria Drive between the north and 
south legs of Quaker Crescent and a 10 m (33') portion of Quaker Crescent also have 
not been established to date; and 


Whereas the Sun Oil Company Ltd. has indicated that it is not willing to dedicate 


these lands required for the road allowance and as they have no plans for 
development of these lands in the near future, it is therefore recommended: 
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(i) That the Director of Real Estate be authorized and directed to negotiate the

(a) Utilities: (Gas, Water and Hydro only) - 12.5% of the entire Y.W.C.A.

(b) Insurance: (fire, boiler and liability) - 7% of the insurance costs for the entire 
Y.W.C.A. Complex. This is based on the square footage of the area occupied 
by the Centre as compared to the area occupied by the Y.W.C.A. 


(ec) Room Rentals: at the current rates established by the Y.W.C.A. and subject 
to the approval of the Director of Culture and Recreation. 


NOTE: For the information of the Members of City Council, the above are subject 
to review, on an annual basis, by the Y.W.C.A. and the City of Hamilton.

To the Council of. the Corporation of the City of Hamilton 


Members of Council: 


The Planning and Development Conmittee presents its FIRST Report for 
1982 and respectfully reconmends: 


1. That the draft approvals on Rexford Heights (Phase 2), Regional File 
No.25T-77033; Rexford Gardens (Phase 2), Regional File No.25T-77034 and 
Rexford Survey, Regional File No. 25T-77035, be recommended for a one 
year extension to the Region. 


2. That the approval of October 6, 1981 for City-owned lands adjacent to 
S.W.A.R.U. and bounded by Kenora Avenue, Brampton Street and Centennial 
Parkway, as shown on the plan attached as APPENDIX "C", be amended as 
follows: 


(a) That this approval apply to the plan titled "Industrial Lots Layout 
Proposal" dated February 1981 and revised in red to show 14 parcels. 


(b) That the plan be prepared in metric terms. 


(c) That item 14(h) fram the 23rd Report of the Planning and Development 
Camittee for 1981, be rescinded. 


3. That the Mayor and City Clerk be authorized to execute a document for 
registration in the Land Registry Office disposing of the requirement of 
easements (in provision 3, Instrument No.106483 L.T.) for lands shown as 
lots 17 to 22 inclusive and 28 to 31 inclusive in Westbrook Gardens - 
Stage 2, Phase II, Plan M-253. 


4. That approval be given to hold a public meeting to consider the passing 
of a by-law to change the following street names in accordance with 
paragraph 105 of subsection 210 of section 302 of The Municipal Act, 
R.S.0. 1980: ; 


(a) From Penny Drive to Balfour Drive - the whole of Penny Drive from 
Seenie Drive to end; and 


(b) From Bethany Court to Southam Court - the whole of Bethany Court 
from Penny Drive to end. 


EXPLANATORY NOTE - These street name changes are proposed to provide more 
appropriate historical names for the subject streets located in the 
Westcliffe East Neighbourhood. 


5. Approval of the following resolution in respect of Bill 159 - An Act to 
Revise the Planning Act:- 


WHEREAS the Government of The Province of Ontario has introduced, in the 
Provincial Legislature, ‘Bill 159 - An Act to revise the Planning Act’; 


and 
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WHEREAS prior to third and final reading and, ultimately, proclamation 
by the Lieutenant Governor, 'Bill 159' has been referred to The Standing 
Committee on General Government of the Provincial Legislature, which 
Conmittee cammences consideration of the subject Bill 82 02 09; and 


WHERFAS it is desirable to comment upon certain aspects of the afore- 
mentioned Bill, at this time; 


NOW THEREFORE IT IS RECOMMENDED: 


(a) That, in respect of the adoption of a "community improvement plan", 
pursuant to the provisions of sub-section (4), Section 28 (proposed), and 
as defined in sub-sub-section (b), sub-section (1), Section 28 
(proposed), such plans be not subject to the provisions/requirements of 
Section 17 (proposed) ; 


(b) That, in respect of the provisions of sub-section (2), Section 28 
(proposed) whereby, prior to designating "eonmunity improvement. project 
areas", and developing and adopting "conmunity improvement plans", the 
municipality must have an official plan "...that contains provisions 
outlining a strategy for community improvement in the municipality,...", 
the latter parenthetical phrase be deleted; 


EXPLANATORY NOTE - For the information of the members of City 
Couneil, in respect of (a) above, "redevelopment plans" adopted 
pursuant to sub-section (5), Section 22, The Planning Act, presently 
are required to conform to the municipality's official plan, and the 
proposal to implement further time-consuming restrictions by 
requiring that the proposed "conmunity improvement plans" be adopted 
as amendments to the official plan (Section 17, proposed) is an 
unnecessary and, hence, unwarranted imposition. Further, in 
respect of (b) above, neither the Province of Ontario, nor its 
constituent municipalities - either individually, or in consultation 
- have yet attempted to define adequately what would constitute an 
acceptable "conmunity: improvement strategy"; such a nebulous 
concept should not be enshrined in Legislation. | However, once 
acceptable guidelines have been developed by The Province, in 
consultation with municipalities through the Association of 
Municipalities of Ontario (AWD), such improvement strategies, 
adopted as municipal "policy statements", might more reasonably be 
made a requirement to participate in cost-shared and/or 
Provineially-subsidized progranmes. 


(ec) That, in respect of the provisions of sub-sections (2) to (7) 
inclusive, Section 17 (proposed), regarding notice, meetings and adoption 
of an official plan and for amendment thereto, that the Planning Act be 
revised to permit an alternative set of procedures to be incorporated in 
an Official Plan, subject to the Minister's approval, that reflects the 
intent of the Act whilst streamlining the actual review and adoption 
process; 


(d) That, in respect of the provisions of sub-sections.(11) to (15) 
inclusive, Section 34 (proposed), regarding notice and meetings for a 
zoning by-law and/or amendment thereto, that the Planning Act be revised 
to permit an alternative set of procedures to be incorporated in an 
Official Plan, subject to the Minister's approval, that reflects the 
intent of the Act whilst streamlining the actual review and adoption 
process. 


EXPLANATORY NOTE - The proposed Planning Act will standardize the 
review and approval procedures for official plan and zoning 
matters. However, these procedures will require more extensive 
bureaucratic and legal procedures, longer elapse time for approvals 
at the municipal level, and more participation from members of the 
Planning and Development Conmittee, specifically:- 


(i) The Bill requires Council to hold Public meetings. 

The Municipal Act allows the Council to delegate necessary public 
meetings to the Planning and Development Conmittee provided that a 
written report is presented to Council. The report must summarize 
the evidence and arguments presented by the parties and the findings 
and reasoning of the Committee. This process will require more 
detailed reporting than current practice; 


(ii) Official Plan and neighbourhood policies and their 
implementing zoning by-laws have often been dealt with currently at 
the same public meeting. At the subsequent Conmittee meeting, only 
those who sent in submissions are invited. Under the new Act, this 
meeting would not qualify as a public meetings since not all those 
affected are present; 


Re-zoning and official plan matters will require separate public 
hearings or will require a quorum of the Conmittee to attend the 
neighbourhood plan public meeting which is not the current practice; 


(iii) Currently those affected are notified about two weeks before 
a meeting, whereas under the new Planning Act, a thirty-day notice 
period is required, which will slow down the zoning process; and 


(iv) Presently only about one third of all zoning by-laws require a 
public meeting, due to our extensive neighbourhood planning review 
process which requires public input, whereas under the new Planning 
Act, all re-zoning matters will necessitate a public meeting 

again. This could account for an additional fifty to one hundred 
public meetings during the course of the year. 


(e) That the Provincial Government be requested to amend Section 31(10) 
of Bill 159 by adding, "the notice served under sub-section 6" at the 
apropriate places so that sub-section 10 reads: 


(10) A notice served under sub-section 6 and an order served under 
sub-section 7 may be registered in the proper registry or land 
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(f) 


31(6), 


titles office and upon such registration any person acquiring any 
interest in the land subsequent to said registration of the notice 
and the order shall be deemed to have been served with the notice 
and order on the date on which the notice under sub-section 6 and 
the order under sub-section 7 was served and when the contents of 
the notice and the requirements of the order have been satisfied the 
clerk of the municipality shall forthwith register in the proper 
registry or land titles office a certificate that said requirements 
have been satisfied, which shat operate as a discharge of such 
notice or order. 


EXPLANATORY NOTE - Section 31 of Bill 159 preseribes the procedure 
to be followed in the enforcement of a By-law prescribing standards 
for the maintenance and occupancy of properties within the 
municipality. In many cases a property is sold to an unsuspecting 
purchaser after lengthy enforcement procedures but before an. order 
issued by the Property Standards Officer becomes final and 

binding. Under the present wording of the legislation, in the 
above circumstances, the enforcement procedure must begin again 
against the new owner, wasting considerable valuable time. This 
repetition places a heavy burden on the taxpayers' purse. 


That the Provincial Government be requested to amend sub-sections 
31(7) and 31(8) of Bill 159 be replacing "registered mail" with 


"first class mail" so that sub-sections 31(6), 31(7) and 31(8) read:- 


31(6) If, after inspection, the officer is satisfied that in some 
respect the property does not conform with the standards prescribed 
in the by-law, he shall serve or cause to be served by personal 
service upon, or send by prepaid first class mail to, the owner of 
the property and all persons shown by the records of the land 
registry office and the sheriff's office to have any interest 
therein, a notice containing particulars of the noneconformity and 
may, at the same time, provide all occupants with a copy of such 
notice. 


31(7) After affording any person served with a notice provided for 
by sub-section (6) an opportunity to appear before the officer and 
to make representations in connection therewith, the officer may 
make and serve or cause to be served upon or send by prepaid first 
class mail to such person an order containing, 


(a) the municipal address or the legal deseription of such 
property; 


(b) reasonable particulars of the repairs to be effected or a 
statement that the site is to be cleared of all buildings, 
structures, debris or refuse and left in a graded and levelled 
condition and the period in which there must be a campliance 
with the terms and conditions of the order and notice that, if 
such repair or clearance is not so done within the time 
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specified in the order, the municipality may. carry out’ the 
repair or clearance at the expense of the owner; and 


(c) the final date for giving notice of appeal from the order. 


31(8) A notice or an order under sub-section (6) or (7), when sent 
by first class mail shall be sent to the last known address of the 
person to wham it is sent. 


EXPLANATORY NOTE - Section 31 of Bill 159 preseribes the procedure 
to be followed in the enforcement of a by-law prescribing standards 
for the maintenance and occupancy of property within the 
municipality. | Sub-section 31(6) requires that the owner and all 
persons shown by the records of the land registry office who have 
any interest in the property, be served with a notice describing the 
violation. — 


In many cases the list of interested parties is extensive. The 
cost of mailing all these notices and orders at today's mail rates 
is a substantial drain on the taxpayer. The City of Toronto has 
special legislation allowing such notices and orders to be sent by 
first class mail. 


(g) That the City Clerk be hereby authorized and directed to submit, to 
the aforementioned General Government Conmittee, the above-referenced 
objections/recommendations and further, also to submit these concerns to 
Members of The Legislature representing Hamilton.

Thence easterly along the last mentioned chain link fence to the western 
limit of Wentworth Street (road allowance between Lots 10 and 11). 


Thence northerly along the said western limit of Wentworth Street to the 
production westerly of the northern limits of Lots 16 and 61 J. T. Gilkinson 
Survey, Registered Plan No.32. 


Thence easterly along the last mentioned production and the northern 
limits of lots 16 and 61 to the north east angle of Lot 61. 


Thence easterly to the north west angle of Lot 88 J. T. Gilkinson Survey, 
Registered Plan No.32. 
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Thence continuing easterly along the northern limits of Lots 88 and 146 
J. T. Gilkinson Survey to the north east angle of Lot 146. 


Thence southerly along the western limit of Hillyard Street to the 
northern limit of Munroe Street. 


Thence southerly to the intersection of the southern limit of Munroe 
Street with the western limit of Hillyard Street. 


Thence continuing southerly along the western limit of Hillyard Street 
One Hundred (100.0') feet. 


Thence westerly parallel to the southern limit of Munroe Street to its 
intersection with a line drawn parallel to and distant Twenty Seven (27') feet 
measured westerly from the eastern limit of lot 77 J. T.Gilkinson Survey. 


Thence northerly along the last mentioned parallel line, being the limit 
between premises Nos. 54 and 56 Munroe Street to the southern limit of Munroe 
Street.

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APPENDIX "B" 
AMENDVENT TO LANDSDALE REDEVELOPMENT PLAN. 
INTRODUCTION 


The Keith Area is home for about 500 families. The typical character of the 
area is provided by the many canpact rows of two storey detached dwellings 
built on narrow lots. The community is served by a public school, a separate 
school, a church, stores, a tavern, a small play lot, and a creative 
playground. The area is entirely surrounded by industrial uses and has 
industrial uses scattered within it. 


When the area was built, in the early 1900's, the proximity of housing to jobs 
was of great importance; park space was a luxury. Our standards have 
changed. We now feel that better living conditions should be provided by 
separating industry and housing, and by providing readily accessible park 
Space to everyone. The Keith Area residents have to contend with noise, 
smells, unclean air, traffic from industry, and unsightly appearances. Keith 
Area businesses have to contend with residential traffic, vandalism-and the 
high cost of buying houses for industrial expansion. However, the 
convenience of proximity between housing and work still exists. 


The facilities and services in the Keith Area are not canparable with those in 
the more recently developed areas. Conversely the area provides low cost 
housing. 


The Keith Area is almost the opposite of a planner's textbook 

neighbourhood. However, in the foreseeable future, it does not appear 
economically possible for either industry or municipal government to convert 
the area either to wholly residential or wholly industrial use. Moreover, it 
appears that the majority wish of both residents and industries is to remain 
in the area. The Keith Area therefore needs to be planned as a mixed 
residential and industrial area reducing the incompatible land use aspects to 
aminimm. A stable future for the area will encourage citizens to improve 
their properties and Council to upgrade their services. 


i LAND USE 
Discussion 


It has been concluded that the Keith Area will have both a residential 
and industrial content for the foreseeable future. Land use principles 
should therefore be applied to minimize any conflicts which exist and 
which may occur. It is with the following policies in mind that the 
designations on the land use plan were proposed. 


Objective 


The land use plan and policies will provide a relatively good environment 
for people living in the area and for businesses to thrive. 


Policy 


(a) That the better housing and better residential environments be 
retained and enhanced. 


(b) That allowance be made for existing industries to expand and other 
industries to locate or relocate. 


(ce) That buffers comprising open space, restricted industrial or 
restricted residential be provided between general industry and 
general residential uses. 


(d) That wherever practicable, industrial and residential traffic should 
be kept separate. 


(e) That a residential environment be maintained for safety purposes 
both around the schools and from the ecore of the Keith Area to 
Victoria Avenue. 


(f) That parks should be provided at least half an acre per 1,000 
population. 


(g) That industries which may have a substantial detrimental effect on 
housing or other industry not be permitted within a quarter of a 
mile of residential designation in the neighbourhood plan. 


(h) That the industries which have a substantially detrimental effect on 
housing or other industry be encouraged to improve their environmen- 
tal performance or eventually be phased out. 


(i) That residential designations should permit single, semi-detached 
and row house dwellings on lots of a similar size to existing 
residential lots. 


(j) That new buildings within the restricted residential designation of 
the neighbourhood plan be designed to minimize the impact of 
existing or proposed industrial uses by: 


(i) Orientation, e.g. having garages, bathrooms, etc., facing 
industry so that the main rooms are quieter and that a lesser 
window area is available for noise penetration. 


(ii) Building Construction which reduces noise penetration, e.g. 
briek veneer construction or double studs and double 
insulation. 


(iii) Air conditioning to avoid open windows which leads to 
penetration of noise and polluted air, e.g. central air 
conditioning, furnace cooling fan or inlet and damper. 


(k) That new buildings within the restricted residential designation be 


encouraged to be of the row type to provide a continuous noise 
buffer to the interior of the neighbourhood. 
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(1) That new buildings within the restricted industriai designation of 
the neighbourhood plan shall be environmentally campatible with 
adjacent residential or public use areas. 


(m) That as many residential units as possible be retained to make the 
area viable in terms of support for schools, stores, open space and 
other services and facilities. 


MAINTENANCE & IMPROVEMENT 
Discussion 


A neglected appearance tends to encourage an area to run down further. 
A cared for appearance tends to encourage good maintenance and improve- 
ment. More maintenance and improvement will make the Keith Area a 
better place to live and work. 


Objective 


To promote the maintenance and improvement of both buildings and their 
curtilages and of municipal facilities including streets. 


PROPERTY MAINTENANCE 


Property maintenance has suffered in the past because residential amenity 
has been adversely affected by industrial uses. The threat of industry 
moving into the area or expanding within the area and the fear that 
investment in maintenance will not be reocuped has tended to deter owners 
from spending on maintenance. Despite this, some residents have spent 
considerable amounts of money on maintenance and improvement of 
appearance, e.g. brick-cleaning at the west end of Mars Avenue. 


A long term residential future for the area should encourage better 
property maintenance. Nevertheless there are likely to be cases in the 
future where property is neglected and may be detrimental to the area. 


Policy 


(a) That owners be encouraged to maintain their property at a high 
standard and certainly not lower than the Property Standards By-law 
requires. 


(b) That the Property Standards By-law be enforced for all structures in 
the area where maintenance is below standard. 


(c) That an "eyesore" survey be carried out with a view to approaching 
the owners with a maintenance scheme to improve appearance. 


PROPERTY REHABILITATION 


Property rehabilitation has suffered in the past because residential 
amenity has been adversely affected by industrial uses. The threat of 
industry moving into the area or expanding within the area deters owners 
fran spending money on rehabilitation for fear they will not recoup their 
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investment even though grants and loans are available. However, a 
number of properties in the Keith Area have been restored. 

A long term residential future should encourage more property 
rehabilitation, improving conditions for the occupants and visual 
appearance of the area. 


Policy 


(a) That owners be encouraged to rehabilitate their properties. 


(b) That residential owners be encouraged to use grants and loans 
available through the municipality, e.g. Ontario Home Renewal 
Progranme and the Residential Rehabilitation Assistance Progranme. 


PROPERTY EXTENS ION 


Enlargement of dwellings has probably suffered in the past. because 
residential amenity has been adversely affected by industrial uses. The 
threat of industry moving into the area or expanding within the area, the 
need for special by-law approval and the fear the expenditure on 
improvement may not be recouped has probably tended to deter owners 
spending on enlargement. 


However, some dwelling enlargement has been carried out in the past, e.g. 
83-93 Cheever Street. Industrial expansion has taken place, e.g. at 
Boston Wire, but is severely impeded by the cost of buying up residences. 


Enlargenent of premises allows for new needs (or desires), without the 
necessity for relocation. 


A long term residential future for the area should encourage more 
residential addition to property. The existing industrial zoning does 
not permit enlargement of dwellings except by permission of the Committee 
of Adjustment which charges a $50 fee. However, residential zoning 
would permit enlargement within specifie limits. 


Policy 


That owners be permitted to enlarge their property except where there 
would be an unreasonable impact on the surrounding area. 


NEW BUILDINGS 


New buildings can revitalize an area by creating a confidence in its long 
term future. New buildings also provide an older neighbourhood with 
variety of choice for the consumer. There is little potential for 
development on vacant land in the Keith Area although redevelopment 
should be stimulated if the area is given a long term future. New 
buildings in a mixed use area need particular care with their design to 
provide good internal conditions whilst minimizing any adverse impact on 
the amenities of neighbouring properties. 
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Policy 


That development and redevelopment be encouraged where there would be no 
unreasonable impact on the surrounding area. 


STREET MAINTENANCE 


The standard of street maintenance tends to correlate with the standard 
of maintenance of the buildings. Poor road maintenance is inconvenient, 
unsafe, is a pollution source and creates a rundown appearance. 

Improved street maintenance will help to revitalize an area. 


Policy 


That road surfacing, cleaning and snow plowing services be to a standard 
commensurate with a regenerating neighbourhood. 


STREET RECONSTRUCTION 


Street and alley reconstruction is the responsibility of the municipality 
where the road is assumed by them but the resonsibility of the abutting 
owners where the road is unassumed. Some of the poorer street 
conditions are on the unassumed streets, e.g. Douglas Street and Burton 
Street. However, it is Council policy not to reconstruct these streets 
unless at least two-thirds of abutting owners representing at least one- 
half of the assessed value of abutting properties agree to pay the 

cost. Other streets which have been assumed by Council also require 
improvement. Poor street and alley condition creates a nuisance and a 
danger to both pedestrians and traffic. 


Policy 


(a) That streets be reconstructed to a standard conmensurate with a 
regenerating neighbourhood. 


(b) That the contribution.of reconstructed streets to revitalize the 
area be taken into account when establishing a road reconstruction 
progranme. 


(ce) That abutting owners be encouraged to pay for the cost of 
reconstruction of their streets. 


RECREATION 


Less importance was attached to recreation when the older neighbourhoods 
were developed and consequently the Keith Area facilities do not canpare 
with those on the mountain. Ready accessibility to recreational 
facilities will enable area residents to have a more rewarding way of 
life. 


Objective 


That park and recreation facilities be encouraged to be developed to 
eater to the needs of the area.

PLAY AREAS 
Play is the highest expression of human development in childhood. 


The Keith Area contains the grounds of the two schools (with a creative 
park at Robert Land) and a play lot, converted from the vacant sites of 
three dwellings, at the corner of Douglas and Burton Streets. The dense 
nature of the built up area to the west of Wentworth Street North 
accentuates the general lack of open space. However, demolishing 
buildings is an expensive way of creating more park space, although in 
some cases, road allowances can be used to extend parkland. Various 
standards, such as one acre per 1,000 population or a parkette within 1/8 
mile of every resident have been used to represent target standards but 
it is probably impractical to achieve these standards in the Keith 

Area. However, it is important to extend park facilities. 


Policy 


(a) That the proposed extension of the park at Burton and Douglas 
Streets should be treated as a first priority park to be included in 
the Parks Acquisition Program with an appropriate sum set aside from 
the parks fund so that property may be acquired as it cames onto the 
market. 


(b) That. the park at Douglas and Burton be developed for a wide age 
range and designed in such a way that the separate activities do not 
interfere with one another. For example a passive area could 
provide an attractive area for workers in nearby factories. 


(c) That the Mars/Wentworth Park be developed as soon as possible. 
ACTIVE RECREATION 
Recreation 'the refreshment of strength and spirit after toil' is playing 


an increasingly important role in society. Recreation can also help to 
activate conmunity spirit. 


Policy 


That the recreation facilities and progranmes be encouraged and 
developed. 


LANDSCAPING 


Trees help to give a neighbourhood a better image. They are attractive 
to look at, provide shade during the summer and help purify the air. 


The Keith Area, being an older neighbourhood, has many mature trees. 
New trees, also, have been planted, particularly along Emerald Street and 
Mars Avenue, although some have been vandalized. 


4B. 


Policy 


(a) That an effort be made to preserve the trees in the area, especially 
those which are prominent in the neighbourhood. 


(b) That new trees are planted and that residents be encouraged to take 
advantage of the City scheme to. have a tree planted, free of charge, 
in front yards. 


(c) That an 'eyesore' survey be carried out with a view to approaching 
owners with a scheme to improve appearance by landscaping. 


TRAFFIC 


The efficient use of roadways is essential to the proper functioning of a 
neighbourhood. The streets in the Keith Area are narrow and have to 
cater for both industrial and residential traffic. Conflicts between 
different users have emerged. 


Objective 


That traffic problems be solved as far as possible by separation of 
industrial and residential roads, and by parking regulations. 


TRAFFIC SEPARATION 


Truck traffic in the Keith Area creates a danger to residents, especially 
their children. The narrow streets and right angle turns often force 
trucks onto sidewalks; noise and fumes from the trucks reduce 
residential amenity. Truck traffic has difficulty in manoeuvering in 
the narrow streets, especially where restricted by parked cars. 


Policy 


(a) Industrial traffic should pass through residential areas only where 
this is impracticable to avoid. If industrial traffic does pass 
through residential areas, then it should do so with the minimum 
impact on residents. 


(b) Truck traffic shall be excluded from residential areas by road 
closures and by regulations, e.g. truck routes, which shall be 
rigorously enforced. 


PARKING 


Industries generally provide enough ear parking space for their 
employees. However, it is often more convenient for an employee to park 
in the street closer to his place of work. Cars of workers, 
particularly on Mars Avenue and Shaw Street, campete with cars of 
residents for space. Although it would appear that preference should be 
given to residents' cars, it is difficult for employers to enforce where 
a worker parks his car. Traffic regulations have attempted to solve 
problems as they have arisen but this basic Bonnet between worker 
parking and residents has not been solved.

Policy 


(a) That a thorough review of the traffic regulations in the area be 
undertaken with a view to rationalization. 


(b) That the time limits be strictly enforced to discourage car parking 
by workers in residential streets. 


(ce) That workers be encouraged to park their cars in the car parks 
provided. 


(d) That, where there is competition for car parking space between 
workers and residents the City will consider parking permit schemes. 


ENV TRONVENTAL 


The residents of the Keith Area have to contend with impure air, smell, 
and noise created by manufacturing. The industries close to and within 
the Keith Area are relatively innocuous (compared for example, to steel 
mills) but nevertheless an environmental problem exists. In addition, 
there is the threat that undesirable industries may relocate in or near 
the Keith Area to the detriment of the living conditions. 


Objective 


That environmental conflicts be minimized through regulation and mutual 
co-operation of residents and industrialists. 


NOISE 


Most of the industries in the area create some measure of noise but it 
appears that housing on the edge of the area suffers most from noise from 
the larger factories. Noise can be reduced by buffering or at source. 
Buffering policies are included in the land use plan but elimination of 
an excess of noise must be enforced by regulation. 


Policy 


That the noise standards of the Ministry of the Environment and the Noise 
By-law be strictly enforced. 


AIR QUALITY 


The air quality in the Keith Area, both in terms of purity and smell does 
not .appear to be as poor as the residential areas closer to the steel 
mills. However, the air quality does not compare favourably with the 
neighbourhoods in the new developing areas. Although the best 
technology available will not eliminate all problems, air quality can be 
improved by adding purifying equipment to plants and by ensuring that new 
plants have adequate safeguards against polluting the air.

Policy 


That the Ministry of the Environment strictly enforce their air pollution 
standards recognizing that the Keith Area has a long term residential 
future. 


SOCTAL 


A conmunity which is safe and rewarding to live in depends on community 
understanding and co-operation. Social problems occur where individuals 
do not follow a code of practice adopted by society. The school, church 
and other organizations enable the people in the area to help the 
community and make the Keith Area a better place. 


Objective 


To encourage conmunity activity and pride by developing existing and 
creating new social programs in the area. 


SCHDOL 


Robert Land Public School and St. Emeric's Separate School are important 
for the viability of the Keith Area. The area is less desirable if 
children have to travel long distances to another area to reach school. 


The Robert Land Parents' Association sponsored by the Board of Education 
and operating from the school has a full progranme of conmunity 
activities. As a resylt, the Robert Land School seems to be the social 
hub of the area. 


Policy 


That every effort should be made to retain the schools as an integral 
part of the Keith Area. 


CHURCH 


The Keith Area contains a simgle church, St.David's on Wentworth Street 
North. Although the church only serves a small denominational section 
of the Keith Area, it does provide a useful conmunity meeting place. A 
number of groups, including sectarian groups, use the church. 


Policy 


That every effort should be maintained to retain the church as an 
integral part of the Keith Area. 


CRIME 


Incidenees of glue sniffing, threatening behaviour and vandalism have 
been reported to the police in the Keith Area, although such social 
nuisances are not necessarily more serious than in other areas of 
Hamilton. Such behaviour reduces the desirability of an area. The 
inmediate answer may lie in police protection, but the underlying problem 
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ean only be in a nurturing of civilized values both at home and through 
community involvement. 


Policy 


(a) That people in the Keith Area be encouraged to report immediately to 
the police any criminal action they may see in the area. 


(b) That community involvement which instils communal responsibility be 
encouraged in the Keith Area. 


(c) That the Robert Land Parents' Association, Block Parent Schemes and 
other conmunity oriented organizations be encouraged. 


- - COMVDNITY PARTICIPATION 


The conmunity through the Neighbourhood Camittee and Planning Department 
has taken an active interest in preparing a neighbourhood plan. The 
plan stands a better chance of being implemented when the community 
sustains an interest. 


Policy 


That the neighbourhood conmittee be succeeded by a conmittee, possibly 
related to the Robert Land Parents' Association, to follow up on policies 
of the Keith Area Plan, e.g. 'eyesore' survey, to act as a review body 
for any development proposals and an information medium for people in the 
area.

Members of Council: 


The 


Legislation Committee presents its SECOND Report and respectfully 


recommends:

That the City Solicitor be authorized and directed to apply for private 
legislation to make the following changes to the City of Hamilton Act, 
1972 establishing Hamilton Place, and The City of Hamilton Act, 1980 
establishing the Convention Centre. 


A. Change the composition of the total authorized 13 directors of 
Hamilton Place from a minimum of 4 council members to 7 council members 
out of 13 members, and from a minimum of 7 non-council members to 6 non- 
council members. 


NOTE: At present, the Board of Directors must be composed of at least 
4 council members and 7 non-council members. 


B. Change the composition of the total authorized 9 directors of the 
Convention Centre from 3 council members to 5 council members and from 
6 non-council members to 4 non-council members. 


NOTE: At present, the Board of Directors must be composed of 6 non- 
council members and 3 council members. 


C. Provide for the removal of members of the Board of Directors of both 
Hamilton Place and the Convention Centre by a majority vote of council. 


NOTE: At present, the members of the Boards of Directors can only be 
removed by a two-thirds vote of the members of council. 


D. The City Council must give prior approval to any of the following 
actions of Hamilton Place and the Convention Centre: 


a) appointments, hiring or otherwise engaging officers, servants, 
employees and agents of others and for suspending, discharging 
or otherwise terminating services. 


NOTE: At present, both Hamilton Place and the Convention Centre 
independently control these matters. 


b) remunerations, salaries and any payments to directors, 
officers, servants, employees, agents or others. 


NOTE: At present, both Hamilton Place and the Convention Centre 
independently control these matters. 


c) classification, reclassification, promotion, changes in positions 
affecting remuneration or salaries and payments. 


NOTE: At present, both Hamilton Place and the Convention Centre 
independently control these matters. 
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E. Hamilton Place and the Convention Centre be prohibited from paying, 
directly or indirectly, any bonus or like sum of money or any ather 
benefit in substitution thereof. 


NOTE: At present, there are no explicit statements in the legislation 
of Hamilton Place and the Convention Centre to deal with bonuses or like 
benefits. 


F, Hamilton Place and the Convention Centre be required to do the 
following things: : 


1) Provide City Council with monthly statements of, 
a) revenues and expenditures; 
bb)” profit and loss; 


c) expenses, allowances and other like payments to directors, 
officers, servants, employees, agents and others; 


d) any other financial or operating expenditures as City 
Council may require. 


NOTE: At present, there are no provisions requiring monthly 
statements by Hamilton Place and the Convention Centre. 


2) Provide in the budgets presented to Council, all financial 
details of revenues and expenditures including expense accounts, 
expenses incurred, remuneration, salaries and other information 
that Council may require. 


NOTE: At present, the requirements for Hamilton Place and the 
Convention Centre are that they must each prepare detailed 
budgets of estimated revenue and expenditure as the City 
Treasurer may require and the budgets must be approved by CLEy. 
Council. 


3) Provide City Council with true copies of all minutes, agendas, 
books, records, documents or writings as council may require. 


NOTE: At present, there is no explicit statement of this require- 
ment by Hamilton Place and the Convention Centre. 


4) Make all books and records available to City Council at all times. 


NOTE: 1. At present, the City Council may require reports on 
any matter relating to the carrying out of the purpose of the 
Act. But, there is no explicit statement as to books and records. 


2. Also, at present, both Hamilton Place and the Convention 
Centre must keep or cause to be kept and maintained all such 
accounts and accounting records as the City Treasurer may require. 


5) Keep and maintain an accurate inventory of all personal property 


including chattels and all moveables and provide the City with 
the inventory as City Council may require. 
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NOTE: At present, there are no provisions on this point. 


=) G. The City Solicitor be authorized and directed to apply for private 
legislation to make the following change to the Hamilton Place legislation 
in order to: 


1. Indemnify every director, officer of the corporation and their 
heirs, executors, administrators and other personal representa- 
tives but to place a limitation on the indemnification. The 
limitation is that the director or officer must achieve complete 
or substantial success as a defendant in respect of alleged 
breach of any duty or responsibility under the Act. 


2. Permit insurance to be taken out for the benefit of any director 
or officer exercising the powers and discharging the duties of 
office honestly, in good faith and in the best interests of 
Hamilton Place. 


H. The City Solicitor include in the Convention Centre Act the’ following 
provision:

REPORT OF THE PARKS AND RECREATION COMMITTEE 


To the Council of the Corporation of the City of Hamilton. 


Members of Council: 


The Parks and Recreation Committee presents its SECOND Report for 1982 and 
respectfully recommends: 


That an amount of $3,100.00 be allocated for the seminar - "Restoring Your House 
Yourself", and further, that the Director of Culture and Recreation be authorized 
to expend these funds in advance of formal approval of the 1982 Budget by City 
Council. 


NOTE: For the information of the Members of City Council, the committee wishes 
to advise that provision for this expenditure has been made within account no. 
0369-0101 - Salaries and Wages - Dundurn Castle. The committee further advises 
that approximately $4,000.00 revenue is anticipated from registration fees which 
will result in a net revenue to the City of $900.00. 


That the rental rate for diamond #2 - Globe Park, be increased from $5.00 to 
$10.00 per maximum four (4) hour period. 


That the following rental rate for exclusive use of Globe Park for special events be 
established: 


(a) per day (until 6:00 pm) $150.00 plus cost of clean up as 
determined by the Parks 
Division; 


(b) per day (until dusk) $200.00 plus cost of clean up as 
determined by the Parks 
Division. 


That item 4 of the Twenty-second Report of the Parks and Recreation Committee 
adopted by City Council on September 29th, 1981 be rescinded and the following 
subsituted therefor: 


(a) That a ten 10 year lease agreement commencing October 1, 1981, 
satisfactory to the City Solicitor and the Director of Culture and 
Recreation, for $1.00/year, be entered into between the City and the 
Rosedale Tennis Club in respect of the Rosedale Tennis Courts and existing 
Clubhouse at Gage Park which will, among other provisions: 


(i) require that the Club will erect an Air Bubble Structure over four (4) 
existing courts to provide for Winter Tennis, and may erect a second 
Bubble over the remaining four courts, and; 
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(ii) require the Club to pay all costs attributed to the installation, 
erection and leasing of the Air Bubble Structure, as well as all 
operating costs (including such costs as insurance, realty taxes, 
utilities, ete.), and; 


(iii) require that the Club will provide year-round tennis facilities to the 
public. 


(iv) require adequate insurance coverage for personal injury, public 
liability and property damage, with the City as a named insured; 


(v) require the City's approval with respect to policies, fees, 
renovations and/or improvements to facilities. 


5. wila) That the City proceed with major renovations to the Inch Park Rink and Pool 
Unit at a gross estimated cost of $685,000.00, as provided for by item 
#32519 in the 1982 portion of the 1982 - 1986 Capital Budget. 


(b) That the Finance Committee be requested to recommend the method of 
financing the cost of this project. 


NOTE: The committee is recommending approval of this specifie project in 
advance of the formal approval of the 1982 -1986 Capital Budget by City Council, 
in order to ensure that the project is commenced with in early spring 1982, and 
completed prior to the 1982-1983 hockey season. 


6. Approval of the acquisition of the property at 143 Belview Avenue from Francis 
Collin for the sum of $23,500.00. Option to be accepted on or before February 
12th, 1982. Cash on closing of sale which shall be on or before June 14th, 1982. 


This property is required for parks purposes in the Crown Point West 
Neighbourhood. Sufficient funds are available in Account #0408-C16086 to provide 
for this acquisition. 


7. That an amount of $250,000.00 be transferred from the Reserve for Parklands 
Conveyed to the City for Public Purposes (parkland) Account No. 0280-11, to Crown 
Point West Neighbourhood Priority Parkland Acquisition Account No. 0408-01608. 


NOTE: City Council at its meeting August 25, 1981 authorized an appropriation of 
$250,000.00 for the Crown Point West Neighbourhood Park in order to commence 
with the acquisition programme. At that time, City Council was advised that the 
proposed park site contained twenty-six (26) properties and that the total estimated 
cost to acquire all of these properties was $800,000.00. To date, ten (10) properties 
have been purchased, or approved for purchase by City Council, at a total cost of 
$245,000.00. 
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8. City Council at its meeting September 9th, 1980 authorized renovations to Dundurn 
Castle to provide for expanded dinning room facilities and also, at that time, 
approved acceptance of a proposal by Hillcrest Dairy Ltd. to operate the restaurant 
facility. 


Since that time, numerous meetings have been held with a view to finalizing plans 
for the proposed renovations as well as the terms of an agreement proposed to be 
entered into between the City and Hillcrest Dairy Ltd.. 


For various reasons, however, commencement of construction on the project was 
delayed and by mutual agreement between the City's Historical Board and Parks 
and Recreation Committee, and the principals of Hillerest Dairy Ltd., it is now 
being recommended that the arrangements, previously approved by City Council, be 
terminated. 


For the information of the members of City Council, the appropriate staff have 
been requested to investigate alternative means by which restaurant facilities can 


be provided at Dundurn Castle for the upcoming tourist season and a further report 
and recommendation in this regard will be forthcoming.

2. In aceordanece with a request of the Council of the Regional Municipality of 
Hamilton-Wentworth, that each area municipality approve a calculation of levy for 
solid waste disposal costs, it is reeommended: 


(a) That a user fee for solid waste disposal be implemented based upon the 
previous calendar year's waste disposal and that this fee will form part of the 
Regional levy for solid waste with the balance of the net cost to be levied

1. That a civic reception be provided on Sunday, September 19, 1982, for 
approximately 150 people representing the Inductees and their families, 
Council Members and their wives, organizers and spouses and Hall of Fame 
sponsors as part of the 1982 Football Hall of Fame Ceremonies. Estimated 
COStp so DOO OO.

Members of Council: 


The Parks and Recreation Committee presents its FOURTH Report for 1982 and respectfully 
recommends:

Approval of the acquisition of the property at 205 Tragina Avenue North, from George 
Joseph and Irene Louise Mitchell for the sum of $34,500.00. Option to be accepted on 
or before February 26th, 1982. Cash on closing of sale which shall be on or before 
April 30, 1982. 


This property is required for parks purposes in the Homeside Neighbourhood. 
Sufficient funds are available in Account #0408-C16096 to provide for this acquisition. 


Approval of the acquisition of the property at 159 Belview Avenue from Remi and 
Yolande Hebert for the sum of $25,000.00. Option to be accepted on or before 
February 26th, 1982. Cash on closing of sale which shall be on or before June 25th, 
1982. 


This property is required for parks purposes in the Crown Point West Neighbourhood. 
Sufficient funds are available in Account #0408-C16086 to provide for this acquisition. 


Approval of the leasing of the property at 172 Belview Avenue to Mrs. Jeanette Burns 
from January 29th, to February 28th, 1982 at a one-time rental charge of $175.00 and 
commencing March 1, 1982 at a monthly rental of $250.00 (including realty taxes). 


For the information of the Members of City Council, this property was acquired by the 
City for the development of the Crown Point West Priority Park and will be vacated 
and demolished when same is required for development. 


With the adoption of section 1 of the 18th Report of the Parks and Recreation 
Comimttee, City Council at its meeting July 7th, 1981 authorized the execution of an 
agreement between the City of Hamilton and the Hamilton Tiger-cat Football Club, a 
division of Mapleleaf Gardens Limited, regarding the Football Club's use of the Ivor 
Wynne Stadium Complex for 1981. 


One of the conditions of the agreement was that the agreement would be 
automatically renewed for a further period to cover the 1982 season, if the 1981 
financial losses of the Football Club were equal to or exceeded the 1980 losses, and 
further that if there was a reasonable improvement in the Club's financial position, 
the terms of the agreement for 1982 were to be renegotiated with negotiations 
commencing no later than January of 1982. 


In this regard, the committee wishes to advise that it is of the opinion that there has 
been reasonable improvement in the Club's financial position and in keeping with the 
terms of the agreement, has renegotiated and now respectfully recommends: 


Parks and Recreation es February 11th, 1982 
Committee Report 


(a) That, with the following exceptions, the agreement between the Corporation of 
the City of Hamilton and the Tiger-cat Football Club, a division of Mapleleaf 
Gardens Limited, dated July, 1981, regarding the Football Club's use of the Ivor 
Wynne Stadium Complex, be extended for the 1982 Football season, terminating 
on November 30, 1982. 


(i) That the rental rate for the use of the facility be increased 
from $17,000.00 per game, less park help, to a maximum of 
$3,500.00 to $19,300.00 per game, less park help to a 
maximum of $3,500.00. 


(b) That negotiations for the Football Club's use of the Ivor Wynne Stadium 
Complex beyond the 1982 season be commenced with immediately upon receipt 
of the Football Club's audited financial statement for the 1981 season. 


NOTE: For the information of the Members of City Council the recommended 
rate for the 1982 season takes into consideration an average ticket price 
increase of 8.8%, plus a 9% increase to allow for the inflationary factor 
anticipated by the City. 


The committee further wishes to advise that the Football Club's fiscal year 
ends May 31, 1982 and therefore an audited financial statement for the 1981 
season is not available at this time.

REPORT OF THE PARKS AND RECREATION COMMITTEE 


To the Corporation of the City of Hamilton. 
Members of Council: 


The Parks and Recreation Committee presents its FIFTH Report for 1982 and respectfully 
recommends: 


1. With the adoption of section 1 of the Twenty-eighth Report of the Parks and Recreation 
Committee, City Council at its meeting on November 17th, 1981 authorized the calling of 
proposals for full Architectural Services for the proposed Trade Centre/ Arena Project. 


City Council also authorized and directed the Trade Centre/Arena Subcommittee to 
prepare Terms of Reference for the Proposal Call which were subsequently approved on 
December 22nd, 1981, with the adoption of section 1 of the Thirty-second Report of the 
Parks and Recreation Committee. The Terms of Reference, as approved by:City council, 
stipulated that while the Proposal Call was for full architectural services for the project, 
each of the four (4) phases were to be considered a separate entity and that the City 
retained the option to extend or terminate the agreement between the City and the 
Architect at any time. 


The Committee wishes to advise that as a result of the Proposal Call, twenty-three (23) 
submissions were received, reviewed and analyzed. The Trade Centre/ Arena 
Subcommittee then conducted interviews with fifteen (15) of the proponents, to which all 
Members of City Council were invited. 


Based on the submissions received, interviews conducted, and an indepth review of, among 
other factors, the firms' background, work experience, staff complement, and fees quoted, 
the Committee unanimously recommends: . 


(a) That the firm of Parkin Partnership, Architects Planners, Toronto, Ontario, 
be retained at a fee not to exceed $96,000.00 (ninety-six thousand dollars), 
to provide architectural sefvices for Phase I - SCHEMATIC DESIGN PHASE, 
in accordance with the Terms of Reference as approved by City Council on 
December 22nd, 1981 and that firms submission, dated January 15th, 1982 
and letter dated February 18th, 1982, attached as Appendices "A" and"B". 


NOTE: The Committee advises that in accordance with subsection (d) of 
section 1 of the Twenty-eighth Report of the Parks and Recreation 
Committee which was adopted by.City Council on November 17th, 1981 the 
total combined cost for services rendered by Sink/Combs and Associates and 
this firm, with respect to Phase I - SCHEMATIC DESIGN PHASE, will not 
exceed the sum of $365,000.00. 


(b) That subject to the completion of Phase I - SCHEMATIC DESIGN PHASE and 
City Council agreeing to proceed with the project and securing all necessary 
approvals for financing, the City to have the option to retain the services of 
Parkin Partnership for the remaining three phases of the project, based on 
the following maximum fees:.

The Finance Committee presents its SIXTH Report and respectfully 
recommends:- 


1. That the expenditure portion of the City of Hamilton Current Budget for the year 
1982 in the total amount of $100,129,440.00 be approved. 


2. Approval of the establishment of the following categories which shall be applied to 
all organizations requesting a grant from the City of Hamilton:- 


CATEGORY 1 = Funding that is traditional in nature and is civic sponsored 
in other Canadian Communities and any increase, if requested 
and granted, is not to exceed the annual inflation rate or charges 
for city facilities.

The Parks and Recreation Committee wishes to report that it has received the Inquiry 
Officer's Report regarding the proposed expropriation by the city of 80 Victoria 
Avenue North and 300 Wilson Street from Mr.and Mrs. Warren.

However, 
the City Solicitor has advised that the City is not bound to accept the findings of the 
Inquiry Officer and is free to proceed as originally contemplated or modify the 
expropriation of the land as it deems fit. 


The Planning Deparment has advised that there is a deficiency of 13.4 acres of 
neighbourhood open space in the Landsdale Neighbourhood, using the standards of the 
proposed Official Plan, and that Landsdale is one of four or five neighbourhoods, in or 
near the downtown, that suffers from grossly inadequate neighbourhood open space. 


The Community Development, Planning, Parks and Culture and Recreation 
Departments have recommended expropriation of all the Warren properties in order to 
carry out the complete development of the park, under the Neighbourhood 
Improvement Programme. 


Further discussions have been held with Mr. and Mrs. Warren. 


In view of the above, the committee recommends that the following resolution be 
adopted by City Council. 


(a) That the Council of The Corporation of the City of Hamilton as approving 
authority approve the application of The Corporation of the City of Hamilton as 
expropriating authority to expropriate 80 Victoria Avenue North, which is 
particularly described and shown on survey 62R-5771 prepared by the City 
Surveyor as Part 2 and 300 Wilson Street, a vacant lot which is particularly 
described and shown on survey 62R-4130 prepared by the City Surveyor as Part 8 
notwithstanding the Inquiry Officer's Report resulting from the Inquiry Hearing 
into the proposed expropriation of these properties for the reason that the said 
properties are needed for the completion and development of the J. C. Beemer 
Park under the Neighbourhood Improvement Programme to alleviate the 
deficiency of neighbrouhood open space in the landsdale Neighbourhood and to 
utilize funds available under the Neighbourhood Improvement Programme. 


(b) That after the registration of the expropriation plan for 80 Victoria Avenue 
North, Mr. and Mrs. Warren be offered a 12' wide parcel of land in fee simple 
adjacent to and running along the full length of the south side of their property 
at 82 Victoria Avenue North for a driveway and that the City provide an 
approach ramp for the said driveway off Victoria Avenue North in exchange for 
the Warrens conveying to the City their property at 300 Wilson Street, in 
exchange for their written consent to the City and to the Court permitting the 
closure of the alleyway running behind their propeties, and in exchange for the 
conveyance to the City of all their rights and interests in the said alleyway after 
it is closed.

The Planning and Development Committee presents its FOURTH Report for 1982 
and respectfully recommends: 


1. With reference to Official Plan Amendment No.374 - 


(a) That Council rescind its resolution of February 9, 1982 (Item l(a) of the Second 
Report of the Planning and Development Committee) to approve Official Plan 
Amendment No.374.

Committee reviewed the proposals and selected five for interviews. Interviews 
were held on February 19, 1982 and the above firm, in association with Design 
International and Barton-Aschman, was chosen as the consultant most suitable to 
conduct the study and prepare an Action Plan for revitalizing Downtown Hamilton. 


In summary, the Committee feels this firm will provide a practical programme of 
recommended improvements for the Downtown Area. The study is proposed at 
reasonable cost and when completed, the City will have a clear understanding of the 
downtown's revitalization potential and what actions will realize that potential. 
Streetscape design is emphasized to improve the appearance of the area and attract 
pedestrians, shoppers and tourists. 


In Belleville, following completion of a similar study and partial implementation of 
its recommendations, it is estimated that downtown merchants' revenues increased 
by 30%.

To the Council of the Corporation of the City of Hamilton. 


Members of Council:- 


The Finance Committee presents its SEVENTH Report and respectfully 


recommends:-

That the City Solicitor be authorized and directed to prepare an amendment to the 
lease between the City of Hamilton and the Hamilton Press Club so that the present 
base rent of $350.00 per month will be increased annually effective April 1 in 1982, 
1983, 1984 and 1985 in accordance with the average annual consumer price index. 


Approval of the awarding of the following contract:- 


(a) DRUMMOND BUSINESS FORMS LTD., Burlington, Ontario. 


For the supply and delivery of Stock Tabulating 

Paper for 1982, in accordance with specifications 

issued by the Director of Purchases and Vendor's

NOTE: Lowest of 4 tenders. 


Section 4 of the Seventh Report of the Parks and Recreation Committee makes 
reference to major renovations to the Lawfield Arena at a total estimated cost of 
$155,000.00. 


The Finance Committee recommends that the City Solicitor be authorized and 
directed to make application to the Ontario Municipal Board for approval of this 
project at a gross estimated cost of $155,000.00 and for authority to finance this 
expenditure by the issuance of debentures for a period not to exceed twenty years. 


It is further reeommended that application be made to the Regional Municipality of 
Hamilton-Wentworth for consent to issue debentures in the amount of $155,000.00 
for a term not to exceed twenty years. 


Section 5 of the Seventh Report of the Parks and Recreation Committee makes 
reference to the construction of a field house at Highland Gardens Park at a total 
estimated cost of $80,000.00. 


The Finance Committee recommends that the City's cost of this project, in the 
amount of $50,000.00, be financed from the 1982 Capital Levy. 


NOTE: Contstruction of this field house is subject to the receipt of a $30,000.00 
contribution by the Kirkendall Recreation Association.

. Section 6 of the Seventh Report of the Parks and Recreation Committee makes 
reference to the installation of a new water service to Durdurn Castle and the 
Military Museum at a total estimated cost of $122,000.00. 


The Finance Committee recommends that the City's cost of -this project, in the 
amount of $122,000.00, be financed from the Reserve for Capital Projects. 


Section 7 of the Seventh Report of the Parks and Recreation Committee makes 
reference to the installation of a fire suppression system at Dundurn Castle at an 
estimated cost of $290,000.00. 


The Finance Committee recommends that the City's cost of this project, in the 
amount of $290,000.00, be financed from the Reserve for Capital Projects. 


Section 8 of the Seventh Report of the Parks and Recreation Committee makes 
reference to major repairs to the roof of Dundurn Castle at an estimated cost of 
$120,000.00. 


The Finance Committee recommends that the City's cost of this project, in the 
amount of $120,000.00, be financed from the Reserve for Capital Projects. 


Approval of the settlement of claims in accordance with the following:- 


(a) In August of 1979 Viola Nichols commenced action against the City regarding 
her falls of May 3, 1979 and June 1, 1979. She suffered injuries to both ankles 
and her left hip. It is recommended that her claims be settled in the amount 
of $850.00 inclusive of costs. 


(b) By County Court Writ issued ‘April 29, 1981, Mr. and Mrs. Stachursky com- 
menced action against the City as a result of her fall on January 30, 1981 on 
the sidewalk in front of Virgil's Men's Shop, 778 Barton Street East. She 
tripped over a break in the pavement suffering injuries to her face, nose, 
chest, stomach, shin bone, thumb and knee. She apparently fell partly on the 
City sidewalk and partly on a tiled area on the City's road allowance adjacent 
to the City sidewalk and occupied by Virgil's Men's Shop. Mr. and Mrs. 
Stachursky claimed damages of $3,252.18.

The Planning and Development Committee presents its FIFTH Report for 1982 and 
respectfully recommends:

The Planning and Development Committee presents its SIXTH Report for 1982 and 


respectfully recommends:

portion of Fiona Crescent. At present, Fiona Crescent is only 33 ft. wide 
in this corner portion of the street. Pursuant to The Expropriations Act, 
Notices of the expropriation were given and an inquiry hearing requested 
by the owners was held on February 8, 1982. A copy of the Inquiry Report 
to Council dated February 15, 1982 is distributed to every member of 
Council with this Report. 


It is recommended that the Council of The Corporation of the City of 
Hamilton as Approving Authority under The Exvropriations Act, approve 
the Application for Approval to Expropriate all of the said parcel of 
land except a 1 ft. wide strip of the said parcel along its outside 
limit. The expropriation of the said 1 ft. wide strip is not being 
approved, as access to this street may be controlled by a similar strip 
of land within the remaining 33 ft. wide parcel being expropriated.

To the Council of the Corporation of the City of Hamilton. 


Members of Council:- 


The Finance Committee presents its EIGHTH Report and respectfully 


recommends:-

Section 4 of the Seventh Report of the Transport and Environment Committee, 
approved by City Council April 13, 1982, makes reference to the construction of a 
concrete alleyway in the city block bounded by Cannon, Tisdale, Wilson and Emerald 
Streets running northerly from Evans Street to the east-west alley at an estimated 
cost of $11,500.00. 


The Finance Committee recommends that the City Solicitor be authorized and 
directed to make. application to the Ontario Municipal Board for approval to 
construct an alley in the city block bounded by Cannon, Tisdale, Wilson and Emerald 
Streets running northerly from Evans Street to the east-west alley at an estimated 
gross cost of $11,500.00 and for authority to finance the cost of the owner's share, 
$2,930.00 as well as the City's share, $8,570.00 by the issuance of debentures 
totalling $11,500.00 for a period not to exceed fifteen years. 


It is further recommended that application be made to the Regional Municipality of 
Hamilton-Wentworth for consent to issue debentures in the total amount of 
$11,500.00 for a term not to exceed fifteen years. 


That the Mayor and City Clerk be authorized to execute a separate lease with the 
Hamilton-Wentworth Regional Board of Health with respect to space occupied by 
the Health Unit in City of Hamilton buildings.

The Region 
recommended that the Health Unit have a separate lease agreement with 
the City.

The Planning and Development Committee presents its SEVENTH Report for 1982 
and respectfully reeommends: 


1. That the request submitted by the McLeod Group and Bethune Estates et al to 
amend the Official Plan from "Residential" to "Commercial" to permit development 
within the right of way of the proposed east-west Transportation facility on both 
sides of Upper James Street south of Limeridge Road, be denied for the following 
reasons:- .

Members of Council: 


The Parks and Recreation Committee presents its ELEVENTH Report for 1982 and 
respectfully recommends: 


1. Approval of the application of District 6, United Steelworkers of America, Laid-Off 
Workers Committee, to utilize Gore Park on Wednesday, May 5th, 1982 from 3:00 
p.m. until 6:00 p.m. for the purpose of promoting the "Forum for the Unemployed" to 
be held at the Hamilton Convention Centre May 8th, 1982.

The Foundation wishes to advise, however, that as a result of a most generous offer 
by the National Geographic Society, in Washington D.C., a considerable portion of 
the detailed visual recording, intended to be undertaken as part of the original 
survey, can be proceeded with immediately, at greatly reduced costs. 


In addition to the archaeological and technical advantages accruing to the project 
from this endeavour, there are other substantial benefits as well, such as the 
National Geographic's article which will soon be published with a circulation of 
approximately 12.9 million which will give world wide awareness to the project and 
the City of Hamilton. 


The total estimated cost of this undertaking is $75,000.00. 


The Foundation is pleased to advise of the approval of a grant of $25,000.00 from 
the Ontario Heritage Foundation as well as $5,000.00 from the Bronfman 
Foundation, for this project. The Foundation is confident that the remaining 
$45,000.00 required to complete the financing will be raised; however, in the 
interim, it is requested that the City guarantee the reduced amount of $75,000.00 
instead of $200,000.000. ; 


The Foundation therefore respectfully recommends:

REPORT OF THE PLANNING AND DEVELOPMENT COMMITTEE 
To the Council of the Corporation of the City of Hamilton 
Members of Council: 


The Planning and Development Committee presents its EIGHTH Report for 1982 
and respectfully recommends: 


1, That approval be given to Zoning Application 82-12, Liquor Control Board of 
Ontario, prospective owner, requesting a modification to the established "J" (Light 
and Limited Heavy Industrial, etc.) District, to permit a Liquor Control Board 
warehouse and distribution centre with a restricted sales area, on lands located at 
174 Catharine Street North, as shown on the attached plan marked as APPENDIX 
"A" on the following basis: 


(a) that the "J" (Light and Limited Heavy Industrial, etc.) District regulations as 
contained in Section 16 of By-law No.6593 be modified to include the 
following variances and restrictions: 


(i) that only a liquor warehouse and distribution depot with a sales area 
not to exceed a maximum of 74.32 sq. m. (800 sq. ft.) shall be 
permitted; 


(ii) that notwithstanding the provisions of Section 16(3) of By-law 
No.6593 a rear yard of 3.0 m. (9.84 ft.) shall be permitted; 


(iii) that vehicular access be prohibited from Mary Street; 


(iv) that a 3.0 m. (9.84 ft.) wide planting strip together with fencing be 
established along the easterly property line; 


(v) that except for an access driveway, a 1.5 m. (4.92 ft.) wide planting 
strip be established along Catharine Street North; 


(vi) that a 0.91 m. (3 ft.) wide planting strip together with fencing be 
established along the southerly property line; 


(b) that the amending by-law be added to Section 19(b) of the Zoning By-law as 
Schedule S-378b and that the subject land on Zoning District Map E-3 be 
notated S-378b; 


(c) that the City Solicitor be directed to prepare a by-law to amend Zoning By- 
law No.6593 and Zoning District Map E-3 and make application to the 
Ontario Municipal Board for approval on completion of its requirements by 
the City Clerk; 


(d) that the proposed change in zoning is in conformity with the Official Plan 
for the Hamilton Planning Area; 


(e) that By-law No.79-275 establishing Site Plan Control Areas, be amended by 
adding the subject lands to Schedule "B". 


Explanatory Note - The By-law provides for a modification to the established "J" 
(Light and Limited Heady Industrial, ete.) District to permit only a liquor 
warehouse and distribution depot with a sales area not to exceed 74:32 sq. m. (800 
sq. ft.) on property located at No.174 Catharine Street North, as shown on Zoning 
District Map E-3. 


That approval be given to Zoning Application 82-05, Pilum Investments Limited 
owner, to establish a change in zoning and modification to the zoning regulations 
for lands bounded by John, Young and Catharine Streets and Forest Avenue, 


including No.215 John Street South, as shown on the attached plan marked as 
APPENDIX "B" on the following basis: 


(a) That part of the subject land designated as Block 1 be rezoned from "H" 
(Community Shopping and Commercial, ete.) District to "CR-2" (Commercial 
- Residential) District. 


(b) That Section 2 of By-law No.78-100 be repealed. 


(ec) The "CR-2" District provisions applicable to the lands described as Blocks 1 
and 2 be amended to the extent of the following variances as special 
requirements: 


(i) Notwithstanding the provisions of Section 15B(16)(a) of By-law 
No.6593, a building or structure comprised of a joint residential and 
commercial use, shall have a gross floor area ratio of not more than 
5.27 times the area of the lot within the district. 


(ii) Notwithstanding the provisions of Section 15B(16)(b) of By-law 
No.6593, the residential portion of a joint residential use and 
commercial use shall have a minimum gross residential floor area of 
9,290.00 square metres. 


(d) That the amending by-law be added to Section 19(b) of the Zoning By-law as 
'  Sehedule S-572a, and that the subject land on Zoning District Map E-5 be 
notated S-572a. 


(e) That the City Solicitor be directed to prepare a by-law to amend Zoning By- 
law No.6593 and Zoning District Map E-5, and make application to the 
Ontario Municipal Board for approval on completion of its requirements by 
the City Clerk. 


(f) That the proposed change in zoning is in conformity with the Official Plan 
for the Hamilton Planning Area. 


Explanatory Note - The By-law will provide for the following: 


(i) _ a change of zoning from "H" (Community Shopping and Commercial, 
ete.) District to "CR-2" (Commercial - Residential) District for lands 
located at No.215 John Street South shown as Block 1 on Zoning 
District Map E-5. 


(ii) aby-law modification applicable to the lands shown as Blocks 1 and 2 
on Zoning District Map No.E-5 will require that: 


(A) any residential development shall have a hinimum floor area 
of 9,290.00 square metres (100,000 sq. ft.); 


(B) where a building or structure is comprised of a joint residential 
and commercial use, it may have a maximum gross floor area 
ratio of 5.27 times the area of the lot. 


(iii) the repeal of Section 2 of By-law 78-100 which specifies under clauses 
(a) and (b): 


(A) that the residential gross floor area shall not exceed 187,500 
square feet; and 


(B) that the commercial gross floor area shall not exceed 64,200 
square feet. 


That a one year extension of draft approval, for Application SA 76-29, Butler No.1 
subdivision, Parente Construction, owner, located south of Stone Church Road and 
east of Upper Wentworth Street, be recommended to the Region. Regional File 
25T-76046. ; 


That approval be given to hold a public meeting to consider the passing of a by-law 
to change the following street names in accordance with The Municipal Act, R.S.O. 
1980: 


(a) from Caroga Court and Clifton Downs Road to Caroga Drive — the whole of 
Caroga Court from Bonaventure Drive to the end, and the part of Clifton 
Downs Road which runs east-west parallel to the building lots which abut the 
Mountain Freeway; and 


(b) from Clifton Downs Road to (Bramble or Rathburn or Ludstone Roads) the 
eastern leg of Clifton Downs Road which runs in a north-south direction 
from Bonaventure Drive to the proposed Caroga Drive. 


That the subject public meeting be held after the registration of the draft plan of 
the resubdivision of Block "P" and part of Block "R" of Plan M-67 (file #SA-81-08.) 


Explanatory Note - These street name changes are intended to eliminate confusion 
that will arise when the continuous extension of both Clifton Downs Road and 
Caroga Court is constructed, thus causing one street to be known by two names in 
the Gilbert Neighbourhood. 


That the Council award "Certificates of Recognition" as shown in APPENDIX "C" 
attached hereto, to all citizen appointees on Advisory Committees created by the 
Planning and Development Committee, on successful completion of their task, in 
accordance with the procedure noted in APPENDIX "D". 


That the awards be made retroactively to citizen members of the Advisory 
Committees who have completed their tasks since January 1, 1981. 


That the City Solicitor be authorized and directed to prepare a by-law to amend 
By-law No.76-l19 to Authorize Building Permits and Fees, in order to accommodate 
permits for small jobs such as furnace installations, air conditioners, re-roofing and 
other similar alterations. Section 2(2) of By-law No.76-119 shall be amended to

Approval of. the payment of the Account of J.D.H. Mackenzie Appraisals Limited, 
Real Estate Appraisers and Consultants dated April 8, 1982 in the sum of $5,369.24 
for services rendered in connection with the preparation of an appraisal report on 
the proposed hotel site in Lloyd D. Jackson Square.

(i) Vacation pay entitlements, for year of separation for persons 
employed by The Corporation of the City of Hamilton after 
January 1, 1980, shall be the relevant percentage for the period 
between the employee's last anniversary date (immediately 
preceding the date the employee separates) and the date the 
employee actually separates from employment with the City; 


(ii) separation vacation pay entitlements, for persons employed by 
The Corporation of the City of Hamilton before January 1, 1980, 
shall be the relevant percentage of earnings for the period 
January 1, in the year of separation, to the effective date of 
separation. 


For the information of the Members of Council, the above procedure will 
establish vacation entitlements on termination which conform to the H.M.R.F.

REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


To the Council of the Corporation of the City of Hamilton. 


Members of Council:- 


The Finance Committee presents its TWELFTH Report and respectfully 


recommends:- 


1. The Finance Committee advises of the receipt of the Financial Report of the 
Corporation of the City of Hamilton for the year 1981 as prepared by the City 
Treasury Department and approved by MacGillivray and Co., the City's appointed 
auditors. Copies of this Report have been forwarded to the Members of City 
Council and its adoption is reeommended by the Finance Committee. 


2. Approval of the settlement of claims in accordance with the following:-

By County Court writ issued September 16, 1981, Robert and Marcelle 
Anderson commenced action against the Regional Municipality of Hamilton- 
Wentworth and the City for damages to their home and belongings resulting 
from flooding that occurred on August 8, 1981. They claimed $22,000.00 plus 
costs and interest. It is recommended that their claim be settled in the 
amount of $2,500.00 inclusive of costs and interest, said amount to be paid by 
the City. 


By Supreme Court of Ontario writ issued March 9, 1976, Paul Douglas Elligson 
commenced action against the City for damages for personal injuries suffered 
on December 23, 1975 while tobogganing on the King's Forest Golf Course. 
He suffered a broken back, requiring him to be in a wheelchair for eight 
months. He still uses one cane, shoehorn type braces on both feet and has the 
Harrington rods used to reduce the fracture in his back. He claimed damages 
totalling some $800,000.00 plus interest and costs. 


The matter was pre-tried by Mr. Justice Hollingworth on March 29, 1982 who 
recommended a settlement of $17,500.00 plus $5,000.00 for costs for a total 
of $22,500.00 inclusive of costs and interest, which is acceptable to Mr. 
Elligson and his solicitor and which settlement is reeommended. 


By County Court writ issued November 21, 1980, Theresa and Paul Sweeney 
commenced action against the City for personal injuries to Mrs. Sweeney 
arising out of a fall on August 25, 1980 on one of the City's sidewalks. Mrs. 
Sweeney suffered a broken right elbow and injury to her right wrist. It is 
recommended that Mr. and Mrs. Sweeney's claim be settled in the amount of 
$650.00 inclusive of costs. 


By County Court writ issued April 3, 1980, Ina Little commenced action 
against the City, the Regional Municipality of Hamilton-Wentworth and the 
Toronto, Hamilton and Buffalo Railway Company for damages for personal 
injury arising out of a fall allegedly due to ice and snow on the stairs of the 
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pedestrian underpass at McNab Street. She suffered injury to her left 
shoulder and claimed $35,000.00 plus costs and interest. It is reeommended 
that Ina Little's claim be settled in the amount of $1,758.00 inclusive of costs 
and interest, said amount to be paid by the City. 


(e) By Supreme Court of Ontario writ issued July 19, 1979, James Gerald Dalton 
and Gail Lorelei Dalton commenced action against Castle-Villa Homes Ltd., 
Andy Castelli, HUDAC New Home Warranty Program, The Corporation of the 
City of Hamilton, Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation, Sunrise Real 
Estate Limited and The Royal Bank of Canada for damages resulting from 
problems with their new home at 1008 Stone Church Road East, including 
settlement, cracks resulting therefrom and poor workmanship. They claimed 
$150,000.00 ptus costs and interest. It is reeommended that Mr. and Mrs. 
Dalton's claim as against the City be settled in the amount of $1,000.00 
inclusive of costs and interest, said amount to be paid by the City. 


(f) Mr. G. Fuciarelli and Mr. J. Sousa are City employees and were passengers in 
a City truck driven by Mr. T. Coffey, another City employee, when it was 
struck by a motor vehicle owned and operated by Mr. Law on February 3, 
1979. All suffered injuries of varying degrees and legal action was 
commenced against Mr. Law. As Mr. Law did not defend, the Motor Vehicle 
Accident Claims responded and a settlement was negotiated as approved by 
City Council at its meeting of October 27, 1981 in the amount of $3,095.46 
inclusive of costs regarding Mr. Fuciarelli, $2,415.00 inclusive of costs 
regarding Mr. Sousa, $740.00 inclusive of costs regarding Mr. Coffey and 
$961.09 inclusive of costs regarding the City's property damage. After 
deduction of the City's expenses there remains a surplus of $2,500.00 with 
respect to Mr. Fuciarelli, a surplus of $2,000.00 with respect to Mr. Sousa and 
a surplus of $600.00 with respect to Mr. Coffey and it is reeommended that 
the surplus in each ease be paid to the respective workmen as set out above in 
accordance with the authority granted under Section 8(4) of the Workmen's 
Compensation Act, R.S.O. 1980, Chapter 539. The Workmen's Compenstion 
Act provides that in the event of a recurrence, the surplus paid to the 
workmen remains as a credit to the City and will be deducted from the 
amount of any further compensation or other benefits to which the workmen 
may become entitled to from Workmen's Compensation with respect to this 
accident. 


Approval of the payment of an account in the amount of $7,052.68 submitted by 
McTaggart, Stone, Winters and Herridge who acted as counsel for the City with 
respect to the City versus the Hamilton Harbour Commissioners. Payment of this 
account to be financed from Unclassified Expenditure Account No. 0378-2700. 


Section 19 of the Tenth Report of the Transport and Environment Committee makes 
reference to the construction of a finished roadway on Limeridge Road from 
approximately 56 metres west of the centre line of the intersection of Kingfisher 
Drive to approximately 225 metres west of Upper Wellington Street at an estimated 
gross cost of $737,600.00. 


It is recommended that the City Solicitor be authorized and directed to make 
application to the Ontario Municipal Board for approval to construct a finished 
roadway on Limeridge Road from approximately 56 metres west of the centre line of 
the intersection of Kingfisher Drive to approximately 225 metres west of Upper 
Wellington Street at an estimated gross cost of $737,600.00 and for authority to 
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finance the cost of the owner's share, $165,395.00 as well as the City's share, 
$572,205.00 by the issuance of debentures totalling $737,600.00 for a term not to 
exceed fifteen years. 


It is further recommended that application be made to the Regional Municipality of 
Hamilton-Wentworth for consent to issue debentures in the total amount of 
$737,600.00 for a term not to exceed fifteen years. 


Section 22 of the Tenth Report of the Transport and Environment Committee makes 
reference to the construction of a finished roadway and curbs on Keefer Court from 
Kenora Avenue to the end of the court at an estimated gross cost of $171,000.00. 


It is recommended that the City Solicitor be authorized and directed to make 
application to the Ontario Municipal Board for approval to construct a finished 
roadway and curbs on Keefer Court from Kenora Avenue to the end of the court at 
an estimated gross cost of $171,000.00 and for authority to finance the cost of the 
owner's share, $61,645.00 as well as the City's share, $109,355.00 by the issuance of 
debentures totalling $171,000.00 for a term not to exceed fifteen years. 


It is further recommended that application be made to the Regional Municipality of 
Hamilton-Wentworth for consent to issue debentures in the total amount of 
$171,000.00 for a term not to exceed fifteen years.

AND WHEREAS the Board's file numbers for the hearings of the above 
matters were R801514, R81564, R801875, R81283, R81522, R811595 and 
R802888; 


AND WHEREAS after an extension hearing before the Board Members W.E. 
Dyer and D.M. Rogers, a decision dated the 24th day of December, 1981, was 
handed down; 


AND WHEREAS said Board decision contained the following excerpts: 


"We do not agree that By-law #288-80 is a holding by-law but rather feel 
that it is a by-law whereby to maintain the existing lifestyle and 
character of the neighbourhood and that there is sufficient evidence to 
persuade the Board in this connection." (Page 14) 

"We cannot find that there is any discrimination as we believe the ; 
evidence to be that the by-law will redound to the benefit of the 
municipality at large in protecting this area from the unwarranted 
intrusion of a residential development of a different nature than that 
which has been in existence for many years." (Page 14) 

"In the opinion of the Board it is not necessarily down zoning with which 
we are here concerned, however, we agree that there is an additional 
responsibility on the Board when professional opinions are ignored as 
there then arises the possibility of political pressure of expediency and 
that these concerns must be considered and discarded. The Board also 
however is persuaded that there can be too much emphasis on 
professional opinion in cases of this type wherein determining the best 
planning criteria to be followed. We believe that the character is best 
attributed by those owners of properties who have lived in the area for 
many years as in this case." (Page 4) 

"The fact that some 200 people appeared and some part of these 200 
came more than once is an indication of the feeling in the area that 
further development should be strictly controlled and it would seem that 
these persons are then looking forward to a secondary plan which would 
provide protection for the continued preservation of their area. The 
Board is not unaware, and has given serious consideration to, the 
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statement made by the planner, Warren Sorsensen who indicated that 
one should not, when establishing a minimum frontagé in an area, take 
the average of the frontages as this would then make 50 percent of the 
lots with smaller frontages non-conforming uses. 

We acknowledge this as a concern but feel that the preservation of the 
character of the area is really of more concern particularly as it relates 
to the east side of Mississauga Road". (Page 5) 

"The Board is disposed to refuse to alter the proposed zoning to be 
established in By-law #288-80 relating to this area east of Mississauga 
Road primarily as it feels that the character of this area must be 
retained in.order to follow the structures of the Official Plan. The 
Board finds that this area is quite different from either the areas north 
of Indian Road or in the balance of the subject area as the lots are 
wooded, very deep, back upon the Credit River and contain houses built 
many years ago thus establishing the character of the area at that 

time. There is no sanitary or storm sewers available to this side of 
Mississauga Road." (Page 11) 

"The Board agrees with those inhabitants who indicate that if one of 
these lots is allowed to be opened for development that there will then 
be extreme pressure on the owners of the other lots to permit, their lots 
to be used for continued pressure southwards and that the end result will 
be that the entire area will be opened for subdivision and destroyed 
insofar as its existing character is concerned." (Page 11) 

"There is no evidence that is acceptance to the Board indicating that the 
City of Mississauga, one-third of which apparantely is undeveloped, has 
any serious requirements for further lands for residential 

developments. This by-law which in effect preserves this land for the 
purpose for which it has been used for some substantial part of the last 
century conforms to the Official Plan and particuarly under the heading 
"Development Guidelines" on page 130 of the said Plan which points out 
that residential development should be compatible with the character of 
existing residential development in this district and further that 
consideration will be given to the policy of providing a broader range of 
housing in terms of density, size, price and tenure in Mississauga as 4 
whole." (Page 12) 

"We believe that the intent there is not to create sameness but rather to 
create a variety of housing types and lot sizes. To permit this 
subdivision to be constructed in this area would be an intrusion into the 
area creating sameness and not conforming to the intent of the Plan. 
Further this would be the catalyst for further disturbance of the existing 
character of the area and could only be permitted if there were some 
compelling reason why the subdivision should be permitted and the Board 
found no such reason, save and except the desire of the proposed 
developer to develop the property for economic reasons. This can, in 
certain circumstances, be adequate but we suggest force the Board to 
permit an incompatible use to destroy the character existing for many 
years in this area. If this were an area of which it could be said that its 
days are numberred and one should look forward to redevelopment, the 
criteria might be quite different but there is no such evidence and it is 
anticipated that this area will be continued for many years in its present 
character." (Page 12) 
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AND WHEREAS petitions to the Provincial Cabinet from the decision of the 
Ontario Municipal Board were submitted by Mississauga/Peel Land 
Consultants, Anne Sorokolit, David J. Scott and West End Construction Ltd. 
on January 21, 1982; 


NOW THEREFORE the Council of the Corporation of the City of Mississauga 
continues its firm resolve as evidenced by By-law #288-80 to protect a well 
established residential area against the destruction of its unique character and 
directs its solicitors to prepare a reply against said petitions in the strongest 
terms; 


AND FURTHER THAT the Members of the Provincial Legislature 
representing contituencies within the City of Mississauga be requested to 
support the position of Council on this matter; 


AND FURTHER THAT the Association of Municipalities of Ontario and other 
municipalities be requested to support the proposition that, except in cases 
where a provincial interest is materially affected, the provincial cabinet 
should not disturb reasoned decisions of the Ontario Municipal Board which 
approve municipal zoning by-law, particularly in those instances involving 
judgment concerning the character of the neighbourhood."

The Parks and Recreation Committee presents its TWELFTH Report for 1982 and 
respectfully recommends:

The Planning and Development Committee presents its NINTH Report for 1982 and 
respectfully recommends: 


1. That approval be given to Zoning Application 82-14, M. Finochio and E. Mascia 
owners, requesting a change in zoning from "AA" (Agricultural) District to "B"

Explanatory Note - A commitment to participate in the 1983 Home Show must be made 
at this time inasmuch as exhibit space, reservation and allocation, must be finalized in

Road East, containing 1.9025 acres, from Frank Husack Limited and Max

building, due to existing economic conditions. 


(b) The original purchase price for this industrial lot was $38,058 and was 
approved by City Council at its meeting held June Il, 1974, in adopting Item 
No.17(c) of the 24th Report of the Board of Control.

$78,000.00 for a term not to exceed twenty years. 


Section 6 of the Fourteenth Report of the Parks and Recreation Committee makes 
reference to the proceeding with of Phase IV of the development of Mohawk Sports 
Park at an estimated cost of $550,000.00. 


The Finance Committee recommends that the City Solicitor be authorized and 
direeted to make application to the Ontario Municipal Board for approval of the 
proceeding with of Phase IV of the development of Mohawk Sports Park at a total 
estimated cost of $550,000.00 and for authority to finance this project by the 
issuance of debentures in the amount of $550,000.00 for a term not to exceed twenty 
years. 


It is further recommended that application be made to the Regional Municipality of 
Hamilton-Wentworth for consent to issue debentures in the total amount of 
$550,000.00 for a term not to exceed twenty years. 


Section 4 of the Fifteenth Report of the Parks and Recreation Committee makes 
reference to the proceeding with of Phase II, Design Development, and Phase it, 
Construction Development Documents of the Trade Centre/Arena Complex. 


The Finance Committee recommends that the additional financing proposed in 
Schedule "G" of the City Treasurer and Commissioner of Finance's Report dated 
June 17, 1982 to the Trade Centre/Arena Sub-Committee, attached to the Parks and 
Recreation Committee's Fifteenth Report as Schedule "PR-C", be financed by a 
transfer from the Reserve for Contingeney Account in the amount of $2,500,000.00 
for the Trade Centre/Arena Complex and that $500,000.00 of the five mill capital 
levy in 1984 and $400,000.00 of the five mill capital levy in 1985 be allocated to the 
Trade Centre/Arena Complex. 


It is further recommended that the amount required to finance Phases II and III and 


the expenses related to Phases II and II in the total amount of $1,277,000.00 be 
financed from the Reserve for the Trade Centre/Arena Complex. 
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Members of City Council are advised that as the result of the beautification of the 
Off-Street Parking Lot at Main and Hughson Streets the sign of Urban Outdoors Inc. 
at this location is almost totally obscured by foliage from trees:planted on the site. 
It is therefore recommended that the $750.00 rental fee for this sign for a six (6) 
month period be reduced by waiving the rental fee for the period from May Ist to 
August 31st, in the amount of $500.00. As of August 31st, 1982 the lease will 
terminate at which time the sign will be removed. 


Approval of the recommendation of the Parking Authority of the City of Hamilton

Section 1 of the Eighth Report of the Personnel Committee makes reference to 
alterations to the Flammable Liquid Storage Facility (Oil House) at Central Fire 
Station at an additional cost of $12,000.00. 


The Finance Committee recommends that the additional cost of $12,000.00 be 
financed by a transfer from the Contingency Account and credited to Fire 
Department Account No. 0341-0136 (04). 


Section 2 of the Eighth Report of the Personnel Committee makes reference to the 
cost of retaining consultants for the purpose of reporting on the acceptability of 
welding of an aerial ladder truck from Pierreville Fire Trucks Ltd. at an estimated 
cost of $5,000.00 and an additional cost of approximately $300.00 for returning the 
vehicle to the manufacturer for a total cost of $5,300.00. 


The Finance Committee recommends that the expenditure of $5,300.00 be deducted 
from monies not yet paid to Pierreville Fire Trucks Ltd. for this aerial ladder truck. 


Section 5 of the Twelfth Report of the Finance Committee adopted by City Council 
May 12, 1981 approved of the sum of $18,500.00 being added to the Municipal 
Contribution requirement of the Hamilton Convention Centre for 1982 to assist in 
the financing of the "Man Environment Impact 1982" Conference to be held in 
Hamilton in 1982. This sum was inadvertently not provided in the 1982 Estimates. 
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It is therefore recommended that a transfer of $18,500.00 be authorized from the 
Contingency Account and credited to Grants Account No. 0374-1146, Receptions and 
Public Events, to finance the shortfall of rental revenue for facilities at the 
Hamilton Convention Centre associated with the "Man Environment Impact 1982" 
Conference to be held in Hamilton in 1982. Payment of the sum of $18,500.00 is to 
be made to the Hamilton Convention Centre at the time of the Conference in 
October, 1982. 


That the City Treasurer be authorized to pay the increased O.H.I.P. premiums 
beginning with the July 1982 payment (covering the October 1982 premium month) 
prior to approval. of the increased cost of these premiums by the Ontario 
Legislature. 


That outstanding rents receivable in the amount of $3,324.93 be written-off and 
charged to Account 0220, Allowance for Doubtful Accounts. 


The Finance Committee advises that the City contribution towards the net operating 
deficit of the Macassa Park Apartments and the Ada Pritchard Court Apartments 
will require increases of $12,250.00 and $33,460.00 respectively. The original 
estimate of the City contribution for net operating deficit of $12,050.00 and 
$31,280.00, or $43,330.00 (0374-15 and 18) was based on the apartment units being in 
the Ministry of Housing - Rent Supplement Programme as of April 1, 1982, thereby 
producing subsidies from the Province of Ontario. However, due to the delays in 
execution of the agreement by the Province and Canada Mortgage and Housing 
Company, it is not anticipated that the units will be in the Rent Supplement 
Programme until November 1, 1982. 


The Finance Committee recommends that representation be made to the Hon. 
Claude Bennett, Minister of Municipal Affairs and Housing for the Province of 
Ontario, to pay the inerease in these deficits totalling $45,710.00 as there has been 
no delay on the part of the City of Hamilton in the implementation of the Rent 
Supplement Programme. 


That the City Treasurer be authorized to make application to the Ministry of 
Municipal Affairs and Housing for approval to undertake the projects in accordance 
with the attached Schedule under the Ontario Employment Incentive Programme, 
1982 - 1983. From this Schedule, the total estimated cost is $1,254,290.00 with the 
Provincial share being estimated at $1,098,630.00 or 88% of the total cost. 


When final approval is received from the Province of projects approved under this 
Plan, it is reeommended that the City's share be financed by: 


(a) $100,000.00 be financed by a transfer from the Contingency Account, 


(b) the balance, not to exceed $50,000.00, be financed from the participating 
Departmental accounts. 
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That the firm of Professional Sales Tax Consultants Ltd. be appointed to review the 
City of Hamilton's accounts payable records with a view to obtaining refunds of 
Federal and Provincial Sales Tax. 


NOTE:This firm will review the City's records for the past two (2) years for possible 
sales tax refunds and will charge a fee of 25% of sales tax refunds. 


That outstanding realty and business taxes in the amount of $98,820.25 be written- 
off in accordance with Section 495 of The Municipal Act, R.S.O. 1980, and charged 
to Account No. 0222, Tax Write-Offs. 


NOTE: Members of City Council wishing more information on the details of these 
outstanding taxes are requested to contact the City Treasurer or the 
Secretary, Finance Committee. 


That the Treasurer and Commissioner of Finance be authorized to prepare an 
application to the Ministry of Municipal Affairs and Housing on or before July 31, 
1982 to request subsidy assistance to undertake a programme _ involving 
Comprehensive Auditing for the City of Hamilton for all or part of the period 1983 
to 1985, inclusive, up to the total subsidy allotment, which is limited to 50% of 
expenditures, up to $50,000.00. 


NOTE: This application is being made under Municipal Action '85 - A new 


Provineial programme involving subsidy for professional development 
and management systems.

It is with deep concern that I write in connection with the inerease in postage, 
particularly as it affects the lives of many of our Senior Citizéns. 


As we are so often told in governmental and other documents on the aging, it 
is most important that these people keep active in mind and body. One of the 
avenues of mental activity engaged in by many Seniors is that of correspondence. 


Active correspondence is an outlet for Seniors who are confined to their 
homes. It keeps them in touch with families and friends, near and far. 


Through active correspondence, Senior Citizens are able to keep in touch with 
the outside world activities of young and old alike and also may enjoy close contact 
with people they love and who can relate to their former life activities. 


At thirty cents per letter this outlet is severely curtailed and I sincerely hope 
something can be done immediately to correct a very damaging curtailment of this 
activity. 


I recognize some of the difficulties entailed in providing one group with 
cheaper postal costs, but these could be surmounted I am sure. 


I believe a coupon with a value of perhaps ten stamps at fifteen or seventeen 
cents, could be enclosed in every Senior Citizens Pension cheque. The Senior would 
have to purchase these ten stamps at one time, relinquishing the coupon in the 
month it was received and paying the total amount. 


Most Seniors would not be willing to part with their stamps at this reduced 
rate so that the danger of the stamps being used by Non-Seniors, would be minimal. 


It could be pointed out in introducing the system, that unused stamps bought 
per month, could be accumulated for Christmas mail and the cost of sending the 
odd parcel for family birthdays, ete. 


As there are a number of Senior Citizens who are not eligible for the 
Canadian Old Age Security Pension, perhaps these people could make an application 
for stamp coupons to be sent to them monthly. 


The plate set up for the stamp being used currently for thirty cent stamps, 
having no figure on it, could be used for the special Senior Citizens' stamp, 
eliminating extra cost for a special Senior Citizens' stamp. 


As President of the Brampton Senior Citizens Council, which represents a 
large number of Senior Citizens, I sincerely urge you and your colleagues to address 
yourselves immediately to this very vital issue. 


This letter is fully endorsed by officers and members of the Brampton Senior 
Citizens Council, also many Senior Citizens and individuals of clubs as designated 
and individual Senior Citizens of the City of Brampton, as per attached.

As a result of numerous meetings which we have held with your 
elected and appointed officials, we now wish to submit our proposal to 
the Parks and Recreation Committee as negotiated with your technical 
staff. 


It is Carling O'Keefe Breweries of Canada Limited's desire to 
enter into agreement with: the City of Hamilton with respect to advertising 
rights of the proposed Hamilton Arena/Trade Centre. 


It is our understanding that if the arena/trade centre proposal 
is approved by City Council, the complex will be completed by late 1984 
or early 1985, Accordingly, Carling O'Keefe offers $1 million payable 
$500,000 on signing the formal agreement and $500,000 on January 1s 
1983. In return for these payments the City of Hamilton will sell to 
Carling O'Keefe Breweries of Canada Limited all interior and exterior 
advertising of the complex for all. events for a period of ten (10) years 
following the completion of the arena/trade centre. This advertising 
includes but is not limited to rink boards, concession signs, score 
clock, out-of-town score board, exit signs and Zamboni. It is understood 
that present plans do not include provision for exterior advertising 
signage on the building, however, should it become available the rights 
thereto would form part of this agreement. 


The City of Hamilton will supply the rink boards, score clock, 
out-of-town score board and electrical hookup for all signage locations at 
its cost. Carling O'Keefe Breweries of Canada Limited will supply the 
signage for each advertising location. It is understood that potentiallv 
not all signage space such as the out-of-town score board will be available 
until such time that an NHL tenant has been secured. 
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Carling O'Keefe Breweries of C: :ada Limited has the right at 
its sole discretion to re-sell advertising space throughout the complex 
to other advertisers. It is understood that all advertising in the 
arena/trade centre will be in good taste and not reflect adversely on 
the City of Hamilton. 


The City of Hamilton will use its best efforts to feature 
various brands of beer manufactured by Carling O'Keefe Breweries of 
Canada Limited at the complex and other City facilities including but not 
limited to the Chedoke Golf Club, Dundurr “Sastle, Kings Forest Golf 
Club, the Hamilton Convention Centre, and Hamilton Place. 


This offer is conditional upon the completion of the arena/trade 
centre with approximately 18,000 seats and so’designed tc provide suitable 
provision for adequate advertising signage. 


We understand that the City of Hamilton is hopeful of attracting 
a National Hockey League Team as a major tenant in the arena complex. 
Carling O'Keefe Breweries of Canada Limited is desirous cf and will use 
its best efforts to enter into an advertising and promotional contract 
with this NHL Team. Should Carling O'Keefe Breweries of Canada Limited 
be successful in negotiating such a contract with the NHL Club it further 
agrees to pay the City of Hamilton an additional sum as outlined on 
Schedule A attached hereto for each year in which the advertising and 
promotional agreement is in effect. 


At the expiration of this agreement, Carling O'Keefe Breweries 
of Canada Limited is granted the first right of refusal to acquire the 
advertising rights of the Hamilton Arena/Trade Centre for period and 
consideration to be negotiated at that time. 

It is understood that the terms and conditions of this agreement 
are subject to final approval of the City of Hamilton and formal approval 
by the Board of Directors of Carling O'Keefe Breweries of Canada Limited.

The Planning and Development Committee presents its TWELFTH Report for 1982 


and respectfully recommends:

"areas" with vacancy rates of two percent (2%) or less, and Provincial loan 
assistance will be based on actual proposal requirements rather than a fixed, 
per-unit-allowance as was the case under the Ontario Home Renewal 
Programme (Rental) for conversion. While no direct grants are involved, 
per se, repayment of the twenty-five (25) -year, interest free loans does not 
begin until the sixteenth (16th) year, provided projects remain rental for a 
minimum of fifteen (15) years; otherwise, the loan would become 
immediately repayable at "current" interest rates in force at the time of 
tenure change. Further, the developer will be required to offer a 
percentage of the units for rent-geared-to-income housing, as well as 
housing for physically-disabled tenants, where there is a need.

Members of Council: 


The Transport and Environment Committee presents its ELEVENTH Report for 
1982 and respectfully recommends: 


REAL ESTATE 


That the City owned lot on the south-east corner of Cannon Street East 
and Gage Avenue North be leased to Mediacom Inc. for the erection of an 
advertising billboard.
